called as a witness on behalf of the Intervenor, having been 
previously duly sworn, was examined and testified further as 
follows: 


BY MR. LITT: 


EXAMINATION 


O Mr. Armstrong, you understand this is a 

continuation of a deposition that started awhile aero. I 
think it w*as in January of this year that it was taken. 

When we noticed your deposition, accompanying the notice was 
a request to produce materials. Have you had a chance to 
look at that? 

A Just real briefly. 

Q Well, instead of spending time on it now, at 

a break why don't you take a look at it and then I can just 
see if I can ask any questions about it briefly. 

A All right. 

Q I just want to make sure that we have everything 

that is covered within this, or if we don't, if there are 
things, what they are. 

Mr. Armstrong, you were at the deposition of 
Omar Garrison at my office that was held a couple of months 
ago; isn't that correct? 


A 


Yes. 
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Q And you are familiar with his testimony, is 

that correct, generally? 

A Slightly, yeah. 

Q Now, you heard him testify that he has reached 

an agreement with the publisher. New Era Publications, which 
is the successor to AOSH DK, to the effect that he is not workin 
on a biography of L. Ron Hubbard; is that correct? Do you 
remember that testimony? 

A Something to that effect. I recall him saving 

something about he did not know if it was a successor or not. 

Q Do you remember his testimony that he entered 

into an agreement with that company to the effect that he 
is fiot working on a biography of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A I couldn't say for certain. T'Jhat sticks in ray 

mind is he couldn't say who was their -- who the agreement 
was with. 



Q Forget who the agreement was with. Do you 

remember his testimony t-hat he is not working on a biography 
of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A That part I remember. 

Q Do you remember him saying that he has no 

intention of working on a biography of L. Ron Hubbard in the 
future? 


A Yes. 

Q Do you remember him saying that he considers 

himself contractually bound not to work on a biography of 
L. Ron Hubbard, or words to that effect? 

A I don't recall that. It may be, but I don't 
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recall that. 

Q Do you remember him saying that he has returned ' -■ 

all of the materials provided to him by the Church or by ^ 

you as part of his background material for his work on the 
biography of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember him saying that he makes no claim 

to any tight of possession of any of those materials? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, will you explain to me -- well, let me 

ask the question this way: Do you claim that you have a 
present right to possession of any of the materials under 
seal in the Superior Court? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I an going to object to the question 
as calling for a legal conclusion. I don't know if he can 
answer this. I'm wondering whether you are asking him a 
question based upon the legal definition -- 

MR. LITT: No. I'm just asking him if he makes the 

claim. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: -- possessory right, 

MR. LITT: You can advise him -- 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Let me just finish. 

— whether you are asking him a question calling 
for the legal definition under the allegations of conversion — 

MR. LITT: Mo, no, no. I'll clarify my question. 

Q This question goes solely at this point in time 

whether you are claiming that you have the right to have 
these documents that are under seal in the court in this case 
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returned to you and that you have the right to possess then 
presently, not dealing with the past. At this point in time. 
My question is, do you claim that you currently have that 
right? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Same objection. 

MR. LITT: Are you instructing him not to answer? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: No. 

THE WITNESS: The fact — 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q I just need a "yes" or "no." I just need to 

know whether you are claiming it. 

A How about an "I don't know"? I have sought 

legal advice in this situation. There has not been a ruling 
by the court that I know of. I certainly saved a great 
deal of the original materials from which the copies were 
made, from destruction, so -- 

Q I'm not -- 

A There is a question -- 

Q. I'm not asking for your explanation. I'm just 

trying to understand at this point. My question is really 
very simple: Do you say that these documents should be 
returned to you by the court now? Yes or no? Either you 
do or you don't or you don't know, 

A I don't know. 

Q You say you have sought advice on that issue. 

From who? I'm not asking for the content of the advice, 
but from whom have you sought advice? 

A From this office, from Michael Flynn. 
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O Now, I'm going to ask you some questions on the 

assumption that you are making that current claim, assuming 
that you are making that current claim. Can you explain to me 
what basis you have at this point to claim that you have the 
right to have those documents returned to you? What factual 
basis supports that claim, if you know? 

A First of all, that a great deal of them, as I 

said, I saved when the organization — individuals of 
Scientology were destroying similar documents; secondly, that 
they were given to me, again, in large part by Omar Garrison. 
There probably are other reasons, but those are a couple. 

0 Are you presently doing any work on a biography 

of ;L. Ron ! Hubbard? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Objection. Irrelevant. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Well, I'll rephrase the question. 

A Am I writing anything? 

Q I'll withdraw that question. 

Are you presently assisting Omar Garrison in 
any respect in working on a biography of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A NO. 

Q When was the last time that you were using any 

of the materials -- well, let me strike that. Let's get a 
definition. 

For definitional purposes, I'll use the phrase 
"archive materials," refer to the materials that you gathered 
up in the course of your position as archivist, some of which 
were in the possession of Omar Garrison, some of which were 
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in the possession of the Church, and some of which were 
in your possession or your attorney's possession until they 

' 

were turned over to the court. 

You understand the definition of what I'm 

referring to? 

A Right. 

0 No confusion about that; right? 

A Well, okay. Go ahead. 

Q Just because I want to be able to use shorthand 

rather than lay out definitions each time I ask about it. 

When was the last time that you were working 
on these archive materials in connection with assisting 
Omar Garrison in a biography of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A Probably June or July. 

Q June or July of this year? 

A Yeah. 

Q Okay. Tell me, on that occasion, in what 

sense you assisted Omar Garrison. What did you do? 

A I located some materials that he was asking 

where they occurred for him. 

Q You located them in what sense? Did he call 

you on the telephone and ask you where he could find 
something? 

A No. I went through the --- he was writing the 

book at that time. 

0 Where? 

A In a motel. 

Q 


Where ? 
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A Costa Mesa. 

Q Did he have his materials with him? 

A Some. 

Q How much? 

A Several binders. 

Q And were you visiting him at the time when this 

occurred? 


A Yes. 

Q Was that visit a social visit? 

A Yeah, social and business. 

Q Why did you go to see him? 

A Social and business. 

r Q i What? 

A We're friends — 

Q I understand you are friends. 

A — we've been friends for some time. 

Q Did you go to see him specifically on that 

occasion because he had asked you to come in to help him 
work on the biography, or did you go to see him as a social 
occasion? 


A I — I don't recall if when we made contact 

at that particular time he asked me to come over for that 
reason or for some other reason. Probably a combination of 
both. I've -- I've worked with him on other projects, and 
my wife has worked with him on other projects. 

Q Other projects other than the biography of 

L. Ron Hubbard? 

A Yeah. 
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Q What other projects? 

A Typesetting manuscripts. 

Q What manuscripts? 

A Another book that he's doing. 

Q Elaborate. 

A He's done a book called THE DUTCH ORACLE, and 

my wife typeset it for him. 

Q Were you typesetting? 

A No, but I was involved with the project. 

O In what sense? 

A I went through and I did the proofreading; 

I did some of the editing; I did some of the layout. 

r Q ’■ Were you working on that project on this 
occasion in June or July 1983 in a motel in Costa Mesa? 

A Undoubtedly we discussed it over the last 

several months before and after the deposition or whenever 
he stopped working on the Hubbard biography. 

Q When did he stop working on the Hubbard 

biography? 

A I can't give you an exact date, but undoubtedly 

you know. 

Q Well, I want your understanding. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: If you know, Gerry. 

THE WITNESS: I don't have an exact date. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Do you have an approximate date? 

A It could be around the time that I gave you 

there. 
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Q June or July? 

A Something like that. 

Q This occasion where you located some materials 

for him, were these materials in his possession? 

A Yeah. 

Q And what did he ask you to do? 

A He asked me where some things were to do with, 

to do with naval stuff. That was the last thing. 

Q And you leafed through the materials and found 

what he wanted? 

A Yeah. 

Q Took you a few minutes? 

r A ! Something like that. 

Q You weren't at the motel in order to find those 

materials for him; isn't that right? 

A Well, in part I was. I mean, that's — isn't 

that right? I did that while I was there. 

Q Well, let me ask you a question: Did you hear 

Mr. Garrison's testimony that from the time you went to work 
for the law firm that you presently worked at, the only 
relationship you had to the biography that he was working on 
was that he would occasionally call you if he needed help 
locating some materials, and you would give him some help 
as to where they would be? Did you hear chat testimony? 

A Something to that effect. 

Q Do you dispute that testimony? 

A In some degree, yes. 

Q Is he lying? 
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A Is there another possibility? 

Q Well — 

A He didn't recall. 

Q No, no, no. You recall his testimony was not 

that he didn't recall; right? His testimony was what I just 
said; isn't that correct? 

A Right. So -- 

0 Was he lying? 

A I can't answer that. I can only say that what 

he said was different from my actual participation in the 
biography project. 

Q He's your friend, isn't he? 

, A i Yes. 

Q He has no reason to shape the truth in a way 

that is adverse to your interests, does he? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Object to that as calling for 
speculation. 

MR. LITT: Well, if he knows. 

THE WITNESS: I could say that — I frankly don't know. 
BY MR. LITT: 

Q So let me see if I understand. You contend 

that despite Mr. Garrison's testimony, that from approximately 
February of 1982 on, your only role in his biography project 
was to be a resource that he could call and ask about the 
location or contents of a particular document, that you played 
a larger role than that? 

A Yes. 

O What larger role do you contend that you played? 
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A From the point when I began to work at the 

company I now work at, I -- I transcribed some interview 

» - 

tapes for him; I set up some interviews; I went with him on 
interviews; I went through a mass of materials which he had 
and identified or isolated what I considered to be useable 
biographical material. Most of that occurred from the point 
that I began work with my present company. 

Q Well, let's get the details on this. What 

interview tapes did you transcribe? 

A The one with the Waterburys. 

Q What else? I'm sorry. Before you go on, when 

was that? 

r A ; March, April, May period. 

Q Of '82? 

A Uh-huK. 


Q What else? 

A There were -- 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: What else about the tapes or what? 

MR. LITT: No. What else did he transcribe. 

Q What other interviews did you transcribe? 

A There was tapes made of -- also my microfilm 

rolls that were done -- in -- on the trip I did back east. 

We took it down verbally, and I later transcribed it. 

Q I'm confused. You went on some trip back east 

where you did interviews? 

A This was -- microfilm information which was 

done, geneology information which I put on tape and later 


transcribed for Mr. Garrison 
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Q VJhen did you gather up this geneology 

information? 

* 

A Oh, July and August of 1981. 

Q And you dictated a tape recording of what 

you had found? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And you gave that tape recording to 

Mr. Garrison? 

A Yeah. 

Q And when did you transcribe this tape? 

A Sometime in March, April or May. 

Q All right. VJhat else? When did you go with 

him on interviews? 

A Around the same period. 

Q What interviews? 

A I went with him to see the Douglases out in 

Palm Desert, and there was another which was done with a guy 
by the name of Grady McMurtry in Newport Beach, and there 
was another that I did with another member -- I don't recall 
his name right now, but a member of the OTO, someone who 
knew of Hubbard's involvement in the OTO. Those are the three. 

Q Those were the only three? 

A Yes. 

Q When did that occur? 

A In the summer of '82. 

Q All three of them? 

A The Douglases was first. That was probably 

in March or April. 
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Q What about Grady McMurtry? 

A In the summer. 

»\ 

Q And this mass of materials you went through, 

when did you go through this mass of materials? 

A From March through June, July period 1982. 

Q How much time did it take you to go through 

this mass of materials? 

A Probably spent -- I don't know. A hundred hours. 

Q Other than the things that you've just described 

and beginning from the time that you left the Church on 
December 12th.-- is that right, the right date? 

A '81, thereabouts. I don't recall exactly. 

r C '• -- did you do anything else on the biography 

other than act as a resource for Mr. Garrison if he had 
inquiries concerning the documents? 

A

Q When was this? 

A This was in January of 1981. 

Q '81 or '82? 

A '82. Through perhaps May of '82. 

Q Anything else? 

A Not aside from the times when I was just asked

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O Did you ever do any drafting of any portion of 

the biography yourself? 

A No. 

Q Were you being paid by Mr. Garrison for any 

of the work that you were doing in assisting him? 

A No. 

Q Did you have an agreement or an arrangement 

with him whereby you would receive compensation from the 
money that he made at the time of publication of the biography? 

A No. 

r Q ! When he reached an agreement not to publish 
the biography, did he pay you any monies for the services 
you had rendered him in your work in helping him prepare the 
manuscript of the biography? 

A No. 

Q You recall, Mr. Armstrong, that when -- maybe 

you won't, so I'll refresh your memory. 

When I took your deposition last, I asked you 
the question of what the ground you had for claiming your 
right to the documents was. You stated that it was because 
you were continuing to work on the biography project. 

Do you remember that? 

A I don't recall, but that definitely was a reason 

at the time. 

Q "A" reason? Wasn't it "the" reason you gave 


at the time? 
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A I may have. I have given you two right now. 

O I know you have. When these go, will you give 

me some more? Do you really — 

A Do you think they will really go? 

Q Yeah, but we'll get to that later. Let me ask 

you a question: Do you really believe that you are entitled 
to have these documents, that you have any legitimate claim 
to them? Just think about it for a minute. Do you really 
believe that these are yours? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I object to the question as being 
asked and answered. You asked it a little earlier, and it 
was answered. 

r MR. ! LITT: No. I asked his claim. 

THE WITNESS: And you asked me do I have a legitimate 
claim to them. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Right. 

A Yes. 

Q And now I'm asking -- oh, you've changed your 

answer. You no longer don't know. Your answer is yes? 

A You asked me if I have a claim to them, and I 

say yes, and that's all. 

Q Do you believe that you are entitled to take 

these documents and have them turned over to you by the 
court? Are they yours? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I'm going to object to the question as 
being compound. What are you asking? The first question or 
the second? 
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MR. LITT: I'm asking the first question. Then I'll 


ask the second. 

THE WITNESS: What was the first one? 

BY MR, LITT: 

Q Do you honestly believe that you are entitled 

to have the court give you these documents? 

A Yeah. 

Q Are they yours? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I'm going to object to your question 
as being irrelevant. 

MR. LITT: Julia, it's not irrelevant. It may not 
be dispositive, but it's not irrelevant. 

r MSI DRAGOJEVIC: It's not a question — 

MR. LITT: Of course it is. 

THE WITNESS: Some of them are mine. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q What are yours? I want — 

A All copies. 

O I would like you to specify precisely what 

documents you contend are yours. 

A I paid for all the copies that are now under 

seal. 


Q Paid whom? 

A I made the copies. 

Q Oh. Who did you pay for the copies? You just 

said you paid for the copies under seal. Who did you pay? 

A The copy place. 

O So you took the documents and had them copied 
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and paid the copy place for the copies, and that's the basis 
on which you contend that you paid for these documents? 

A That's correct. 

Q Where were they copied? 

A In a number of copy places. 

Q Where did you get the money to pay for them? 

A I worked. 

O Did you pay for all the copies that you had 

made out of your own pocket? 

A Yes. 

Q We'll go back to that. So you contend that 

whatever you had copied and then took is now yours; is 
thaft right*? Is that what you are telling me? 

A I would think it would be. 

Q What else is yours? 

A I don't know. 

Q Well, it's important for you to know. Do you 

claim that anything else is yours or any of the materials 
in there were yours prior to your making a copy and taking 
them away? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: You are talking now about copies? 
Originals? Tapes? 

MR. LITT: I am talking about anything that was in the 
materials. 

THE WITNESS: I don't know. I really — I really don't 
know. The fact is I saved these documents. 

BY HR. LITT: 

Q We'll get to that saving of them. Let me ask 
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you a question about that. Were you in a position when you 
"saved" these documents? 


A 

Yes. 

Q 

Did you hold a Church position? 

A 

I was Hubbard's -- in charge of Hubbard's 

Household 

Unit. 

0 

And you were on the premises because of that 

position; 

isn't that right? 

A 

That's correct. 

Q 

And after you took the documents that you say 


you saved, you reported to your Church senior as to the 
documents and what to do with them; isn't that right? 
Specifically Laurel Sullivan? 


A 

Laurel was not my senior. 

Q 

She was senior to you, wasn't she? 

A 

No. However, I brought the existence of these 


things to her attention. She was the PR.

She had a Church position; isn't that right? 

A 

Q 

That's a debatable question. 

Well, do you contend that she didn't have a 


Church position? 

A I would think that she was acting for L. Ron 

Hubbard personally. 

0 I didn't ask you whether she was acting for 

L. Ron Hubbard personally. I asked you whether she had a 
Church position. Do you say yes or no? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: He answered that question. 

MR. LITT: No, he didn't. 
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MS. DRAGOJEVIC: He said it was debatable or questionable. 

MR. LITT: I know what he said. That's not an answer. 

Tfc- 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: It's his answer. 

THE WITNESS: I don't know what else to tell you beyond 

that. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q And Laurel Sullivan directed you what should 

happen with those materials; isn't that correct, Mr. Armstrong? 
Isn't it a fact that she told you some of these.should- be 
sent to GOWj'l , Guardian Office Worldwide? Isn't that a fact? 

A She did that with them. 

0 Okay. She did that with them. Well, what 

powpr did ishe have to do that with them? 

A I brought them to her. 

Q Why? Why? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Could you calm down a minute? Calm 
down a minute. 

MR. LITT: I'm perfectly calm. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: You don't need to get aggressive. 

THE WITNESS: These — these — the fact is those 

documents were on the edge of going into the shredder. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q That wasn 1 t my question. Why did you take them 

to Miss Sullivan? Why? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Will you let him finish a question. 

MR. LITT: He's not answering the question. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Well, you asked about five of them 
within the past minute, and I think if you asked one question 
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at a time -- 

MR. LITT: No, I didn't. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: -- and kept your cool -- 

MR. LITT: Julia, you can go back over the transcript. 
I've only asked one question at a time, and this question is 
why did he go to Laurel Sullivan. 

THE WITNESS: And I've been trying to answer you. 

You asked for a why, and we have to put together some of the 
factors that leads -- which lead to that conclusion. Okay. 

So why did I go to Laurel Sullivan? The fact 
was that I had caught those materials before they went into 
the shredder. The other fact was that in searching out and 
finding more of the materials, I found out that they were not 
being preserved, and that in fact they were in raggedy boxes 
and were being ruined, and weatherbeaten. They were in rooms 
without windows. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q I'm not asking you that, Mr. Armstrong. I'm 

asking you why you went to Laurel Sullivan. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I think he's getting to that. 

THE WITNESS: Because it was logical to take these 

things from the condition that they were being kept in and 
move them to another location which was safe and which was — 
it was more sane for them to be located there. So I did that. 
BY MR. LITT: 

Q Wait. No, you didn't do that. You went to 

Laurel Sullivan, didn't you? Isn't that what you just 
testified to? You didn't do anything except go to Laurel 
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Sullivan first? Isn't that right? 

A I took the box. 

Q And then you went to Laurel Sullivan with the 

box? 


A 

Q

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Just a minute here. How many questions 
are you asking? 


MR. LITT: I will withdraw the last one. 

THE WITNESS: Let me say I took the box and v/ent to 
Laurel Sullivan. I could have taken the box and gone to any 
number of people, but I took it and went to her. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q And said,"what should I do with them?" Isn't 

that right? You went to her for instructions on what to do 
with them; isn't that right? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Just take your time, Gerry. 

THE WITNESS: Partially. I had already saved this 
thing. I told her at that point of the significance of 
these things.. 


BY MR. LITT: 

Q I understand. 

A And the fact that from this information a 

biography was possible, and she said she did not even know 
of the existence of these things. 

Q But you went to her for instructions on what to 
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do with them; isn' t, that right? 

A I went to her to sequester them in some way. 

Q Did you or she have the ability to make the 

decision as to what would happen to them? 

A I guess since -- in some way we certainly did. 

Q No, no, no. Not "we." You or she? Isn't it 

a fact that you went to Miss Sullivan because she had the 
authority to decide what to do with them, and you had to find 
out what should be done because you did not have the authority 
on your own without going to somebody higher to find out 
exactly how they should be handled? Isn't that what happened? 

A Let me say this: Laurel Sullivan was not 

higher. iJaurel Sullivan was in a separate place. However, 
it made sense to me that if that initial box contained 
documents like old diaries and so on, that they should be 
there, that they should be in a safe place. I could have 
taken them to the carpenter's shop, but that doesn't make 
sense; therefore I took them to her. Now, the fact -- 

Q You took them to her because that was the 

place in the Church structure where you would direct an 
inquiry on this matter; isn't that right? That's what you 
concluded after analyzing the situation? 

A She was the most logical person. 

Q Within the Church structure as to what to do with 

them. 

A With this whatever you want to call that 

structure. Now, the fact is the box of documents was taken 
from her by one of the messengers and put underneath a bed for 
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several days. 

Q Hew did a messenger get it? I thought you — *’ 

A After — 

Q Explain. 

A After I brought this to Laurel 1 s attention- — 

Q Well, you brought it to Laurel's attention, 

and then you gave it to Laurel, didn't you? 

A I told her that it should be kept there. 

Q Did she tell you that it should be kept there? 

Did she tell you, "Leave it with me, and I'll take care of it"? 

A I don't know if she said leave it heire. I 

suggested it. I brought it to her. 

7 Q ! That may be, but isn't it a fact that she told 

you to leave it with her, and it was put into her custody? 

A Perhaps briefly. Then it was put underneath 

somebody's bed. 

Q But you left it for her to determine what should 

happen with it; isn't that right? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Only if that's right. Don't speculate. 

THE WITNESS: I don't -- in a sense, it's right, but 
in a sense, not it's right, because I at that point petitioned 
Hubbard and was able to -- 
BY MR. LITT: 

Q That was later. 

A -- take control. 

Q That was later. 

A Within a couple of days. 

Q We're not talking about a couple of days. 
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We're talking about when you left the box of documents with 
Laurel Sullivan. 

A I had to leave them somewhere. 

Q And they were put into her custody and her 

authority, isn't that right, by you? 

A Yeah. 

Q And if a messenger came to her and said, 

"Put them someplace else," then it was expected that Laurel 
would follow that instruction; isn't that right? 

A In certain circumstances, yes. 

Q And if a messenger had come to you and said, 

"Put them here or there or there," it would have been 

expected df you that you would have done that; isn't that right? 

A In certain circumstances, yes. 

Q In this circumstance? 

A Yes. 

Q Life will go easier if you will give me some 

straightforward answers. 

A I think I have been straightforward. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: And if you would calm down a little 
bit, too. 

MR. LITT: Julia, I'm perfectly calm. You've never 
seen me lose my temper. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: It's not what it appears from the 
outside. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Now, let's take the date, December 12th. Is 

that the date that you formally left the Church? 
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A I left Sea Org basically. What you call the 

Church, I don't know, but that's the day when I — 

Q You left staff. 

A — no longer was going to inhabit those 

premises. 

Q Prior to that, you had been a Scientology 


staff member; right? 

A Broadly, yes. 

Q I'm just trying to get the date that you left. 

A December 12. 

Q No trick here. Real straightforward. 

On December 12th, describe for me on that date 
the. location of all the different types of archive materials 
and where they were. 


MS. DRAGOJSVIC: Haven't we gone through this already? 

MR. LITT: Nope, not precisely. We have gone through 
where different things were kept. I'm trying to pin it down 
to that particular date when Mr. Armstrong left. 

Q You. don't have to go through in elaborate detail. 

I want to pin it down to that date. 

A Okay. There was -- in -- there was an office 

in which there was two types of materials. One were copies, 
binders, which was basically a duplicate set of what Omar 
Garrison had. In that same office was a collection of books 
and original pulps and that sort of thing which had been a 
collection from Virgil Wilhite. That was in one office. 

Q Where was that office? Was that at Cedars? 

A Yes. In another main office there was a number 
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of cabinets in which the original materials from the Hubbard 
boxes and Hubbard archives were kept. There was a number of 
boxes which had not — which had not been taken,assembled, 
or copied, and those were on the floor, and those were boxes 
which came from what were called the LRH Pers Comm files. 

And there was another office in -- just a small adjoining 
office in which a bunch of random storage kind of materials, 
empty boxes, and some -- some memorabilia which had come from 
other areas were located. Those are the broad classifications 
in the area in which I worked. 

Q All of those offices were at Cedars? 

A That's correct. 

r MSi DRAGOJEVIC: Just a moment. 

(Witness confers with his counsel.) 

MR. LITT: Note for the record and on the record 
conference between counsel and client. 

Are you ready? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Yes. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q The materials that Mr. Garrison had, you said 

that there was a duplicate set in one of the offices. 

Do you know where all of those materials were on that date, 
his materials that you had provided to him? Do you know 
where they were kept as of that date? 

A Where his materials? 

Q Uh-huh. Were they all in Utah? 

A No. I believe some of them -- 

in Utah; some of them were in Costa Mesa. 


some of them were 
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Q Where in Costa Mesa? 

A At his home in Costa Mesa. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Can I interrupt you for a minute. 

I'm somewhat confused. Do you mean the documents that had 
already been provided, or do you mean the originals of those 
documents from which copies had been made and provided to 
Mr. Garrison? 

MR. LITT: I just mean whatever Omar Garrison had. 

Where did he keep the materials that had been provided to 
him? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Okay. 

BY MR. LITT: 

r Q ! Now, on December 12th, were any of the materials 
that Omar Garrison had been provided by you originals? 

A Yes. 

Q In general, describe the circumstances under 

which he had originals? 

A He had -- there was a number of boxes of random 

unsorted originals which probably very few of which were going 
to be useable biographically, but which he was going to go 
through and read for two purposes: One was to get an 
understanding of what sort of traffic, what sort of 
correspondence, what sort of activities I-Iubbard was involved 
in. There was everything from to do with yachting to ordinary 
dispatches off his desk at some period through organizational 
things. There was a whole -- three or four boxes of this 
stuff. From that he was going to select whatever was going 
to be useable for research and copy it if he needed it. 
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Q Now, these originals, as I understand your 

testimony, they were basically a few boxes, all of which had 

* 

been together and not sorted out that had original materials 
in them that were provided to him? 

A Right. They were random things. There was no 

particular sense to them, and it doesn’t make a lot of sense, 
as he saw it and I saw it, to copy all these things in bulk 
for him. It was a waste of time and — 

Q When were these boxes of materials that had these 

three or four boxes of original random materials, when were 
they provided to Mr. Garrison? 

A Over several days in December, 

r Q ! And did you deliver them to him? 

A Yeah. 

O Where? 

A Costa Mesa. 

Q Was this the only set of original materials that 

he had? 

A Yes. 

Q Everything else were copies? 

A Yes. 

Q And everything else was given to him in organized 

binders of some sort? 

A That's correct. 

Q And those binders had some kind of indication 

on them that showed the nature of the materials that were 
inside? 

A That's correct. 
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Q How did those originals all get together in these 

boxes? I mean, had they come to you just as these random 
materials? You had picked them up someplace or had you 
put them into these boxes, or what? 

A I'm sure I put them into the boxes, at least 

some of them, because they had come from — some of them were 
given to me by Tom Vorm, just in a bulk like various files 
all together; so for ease of transport, I put them into boxes. 

Q Well, aside from what was given to you by 

Tom Vorm, were there other original materials in addition 
to that, or had they all come from Tom Vorm? 

A No. Some of them came from the original stuff 

which was ! non-Tom Vorm materials. 

Q You lost me. 

A Well, Tom Vorm had under his control what was 

known as technical archives. They were Hubbard's archives, 
but he was specifically to deal with technical materials. 

I was to deal with biographical materials. It was a whole 
separate thing. In the course of my research, I came across 
technical materials which Omar did not want to become involved 
with. His book was not going to be a technical book. It 
was going to be a biographical book. I provided these 
materials to Tom Vorm. He in turn provided me with 
biographical materials, so there was that. So some of the 
materials came from Tom Vorm; some of the materials came 
from what I already had assembled of Hubbard archives. 

Q Right. Remember, we're focusing on these boxes, 

these three boxes of originals. All I'm trying to understand 
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at this point is you said that a large portion, at least, 
of the materials were things that were provided to you by 
Tom Vorm. These came from what was known as the Controller's 
archives; is that correct? 

A That's correct. 

Q All I want to understand at this point, where 

did the other original matericils that were in these boxes 
emanate from? 

A That's what I just explained. 

MS. D RACOJEVIG -:—i-fe—saxd they came from the archives 
that he had already collected; is that what you said? 


BY MR. LITT: 

r Q Well, okay. You got those archives. I'm 

trying to trace it back. I'pa trying to get some understanding 
of where these materials came from. Had they been provided 
to you by somebody — 

A They were -- 

Q — else? 

A -- for the most part materials which I had 

found in the Del Sol Hotel at Gilman Hot Springs. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Would anyone like more coffee, 

maybe ? 


(Off the record.) 

•BY MR. LITT: 

Q Can you give me an idea in percentage terms 

the materials that Omar Garrison had. These three or four 
boxes of originals that you have described would have 
constituted what portion of the overall materials that he had 
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in his possession that he was working with? This is again • _ 

%' 

as of December 12. 

A Maybe a fifth. 

Q Now, were there any policies regarding the 

handling of archive materials, Church policies, Scientology 
policies? 

A By which you mean something written? 

0 Yes. 

A None that I ever saw. 

Q Were there any policies that you observed in 

practice with respect to the security of archive materials? 

A Yeah. 

I 

Q Describe those. 

A They were kept secure. They were protected 

as much as possible against fire and water damage. 

Q There was a little more than that, wasn't there? 

Who could get into your area, your offices that you described 
that you worked out of? Wasn't there very limited access? 

A Yes. I don't think that it was ever delineated 

exactly who, but it was certainly the case that not anyone 
could just walk in. 

Q Well, if somebody wanted to go in, what would 

they have to do to get in? Let's start with physically. 

A They'd have to -- you mean if I wasn't there? 

Q Yes. 

A They'd have to have a key to the door. 

Q Just one key? Was there just one door? 

Well, there was a number of other -- yeah, there 
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was one door, basically. There was a number of other people 
who had offices and keys into the main area that housed the -- 

i 

it housed not only my archival area, but also a number of 
other projects and so on were in that area so were admissible 
with one key but not into my area. 

Q So somebody would need a key to get into the 

general area in which there were other offices and your office; 
right? 

A Right. 

Q Who had keys to that office, to that general 

office? 

A I don't know. Lots of people, 

r Q J How many people worked there? 

A Through various times, probably 15. 

Q And was that door kept -- I'm speaking now of 

the general door — kept locked? 

A Yeah, closed. It closed automatically. 

Q And then your office had a lock on it; right? 

A Yes. 

Q And that was kept locked? 

A Yes. 

Q Did anybody besides you have a key? 

A Yes. 

Q Who? 

A Through the whole time that I was there, there 

was probably — I don't know -- ten keys, something like that. 

Q Well, let's — 

A Laurel, Dick Sullivan, Barbara De Celle, 
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Greg Huff, Lisa Britowich. There were some more. 

Q And if somebody wanted to go into your area, 

how would they go about requesting that? 


A 

Knock on the door. 

Q 

Let's suppose somebody knocked on the door and 


said, "Gerry, I would like to go rummaging through these 
materials." What would you do? 

A Depends on who the person is, but I probably 

wouldn't give a stranger or someone who was the dishwasher 
or something; then I would almost certainly not permit it. 

Q You did have requests at certain times that 

people would like to see certain materials? 


r A • 

Yeah. 

Q 

Did those come in writing? 

A 

Not -- not always. Sometimes. 

Q 

And would you check with Laurel before giving 


anybody permission? 

A I'm -- I may or may not have. In many cases, 

I. didn't. It wasn't necessary. 

Q What kind of cases would those have been? 

People who were already known to have access to the 


materials ? 


A 

Yeah. 

Q 

But if anybody who wasn't known and it wasn't 


a normal practice that they had access to the materials 
wanted access, you would check with Laurel first; right? 
A Yeah. Well, during the time that Laurel 


was there, I don't believe it ever came up. She sent some 
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people in. She had PRs from Clearwater and PRs from the 
UK come and go through the files. She sent them in, but 
I don't believe that during the period of time up until 
when she was removed from post that it happened. 

Q So I take it from that that generally what 

happened was that other than people who worked in the area 
on a regular basis, any other people who got access came 
through Laurel, and you were told by Laurel that they want 
to see whatever, and they should see it; is that basically 
right? 

A Basically. I mean I never — I didn't receive 

that many requests that I had to decide on one way or the 
other. It just was — it wasn't a thing that ever came up. 

Q Now, I think you described at some point that 

there were file cabinets that a lot of the material was 
kept in? 

A Right. 

Q Were there locks for that file cabinet? 

A Yes. 

0 Were they kept locked? 

A Some of the time. It really depended on the 

situation at the, you know -- 

Q Well, when you would leave for the night -- I'm 

not talking about when you were working during the day. 

When you would leave for the night, wouldn't you lock the 
whole area up before you left? 

A Some. I locked the Hubbard archives. They were 

kept in separate cabinets. 
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Q The Hubbard archives were kept in separate 

cabinets from -- 

A Right. So if there was other assorted stuff 

in another cabinet, then it was inconsequential. 

Q The materials that you were going through for 

Mr. Garrison were Hubbard archive materials, in the way that 
you are using that phrase; is that right? 

A Well, in part. The materials were kept separated. 

There was the materials which were Hubbard's, and there was 
the things which came from other sources. 

Q Well, let's do it this way. Most of the 

materials that Mr. Garrison was working with were what you've 
described ! as Hubbard archive materials; right? 

A That's right. 

Q Now, you mentioned something about Laurel 

being removed from post. When was that? 

A I believe it was in July, July of '81. 

Q And who removed her from post? Do you know? 

A I was told that it was David Miscavige, but 

I don't believe I ever saw the issue. 

Q In any event, somebody at some higher level 

removed her from post; that you know? 

A Right. 

0 And once she was removed from post, did that 

mean that she no longer had any authority to act in her 
previous capacity? is that what it meant? 

A Yeah. See, understand. Laurel was removed 

and Comm Ev'd for the, what was called the, MCCS mission — 
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Q This question really doesn't go to Laurel as 

such, but goes to what the significance of being removed 
from post is to whomever it might happen. As I understand, 
basically that means that you no longer have any authority 
to act in your previous post; you are taken off, and you can't 
give whatever instructions you previously were authorized 
to give or whatever; is that right? 

A Yeah, that would be it. 

Q And could somebody higher up have removed you 

from post? 


A That's hard to say. 

Q Well, Laurel was your senior, wasn't she? 

J 

A Yeah. But I had the -- 

Q No. Laurel was your senior; right? 

A In a sense. 

Q When you held the position of archivist, 

are you telling me that it was not clear that Laurel was 
your senior? 


A She was an organizational senior, but that — 

but it is not clear within Scientology, the way Scientology 
organizations work, a senior cannot necessarily remove a 
junior. 


Q No. I'm not asking whether Laurel could remove 

you. I'm just trying to get the hierarchy straight. Laurel 
was your senior; right? She was over you and she was 
responsible in fact for supervising your work. I am not saying, 
she paid that much attention to you, but that was her 
organizational responsibility on the org board, to use that 
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phrase; is that right? 

A Basically, right. 

a 

Q Now, and you've told me that Laurel was removed 

from post, right, at some point? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And I'll ask you the question again: Isn't it 

a fact that seniors on the org board higher up than you, 
through whatever the proper procedure is, could have removed 
you as well from your post just as Laurel had been removed 
from her post? I'm not saying they did. I'm just trying 
to understand. 

—— A —Weirtr—it's no t "necessarily true. It's not 

necessarily true, and it's not necessarily true simply 
because I was working on the Hubbard biography and had an 
approved petition from Hubbard to do it. 

Q Well, didn't Laurel have an approved petition? 

Are you telling me that you don't know whether or not 

Mr. Hubbard had ever approved her holding the position of -- 

A Well, let me put it this way then: Hubbard 

might have been able to. Hubbard could have said, "I don't 
want you to do that project anymore," but he didn't. 

Q Let me ask you a question. 

A I don't know. He could have removed Hubbard (sic), 

or he could have removed Laurel. 

Q Let me ask you a question. Now, you know 

from your experience in Scientology that over the years 
Mr. Hubbard at one level or another gave his approval or 
agreement with a broad range of people doing different kinds 
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of activities; right? For instance, he knew you were doing 
the renovations; right? 

A Okay. 

Q Am I accurate about that? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q Now, are you saying to me that whenever that 

occurred, that that person then could not be removed by 
their organization seniors, but only by Mr. Hubbard personally? 

A Possibly. It depends on the situation. If 

Hubbard appointed someone to do something, then there was 
a good chance that that could not occur especially in my 
particular situation. 

r Q ' Hadn't Laurel been appointed by Mr. Hubbard? 

A I don't know. 

Q You don't know. You were very close friends 

with Laurel, weren't you? 

A Yeah, but I don't know if she was appointed or 

not. 

Q But you know that at a certain point, at least, 

before Mr. Hubbard left, that she had fairly regular 
communications with him; right? 

A I believe so. 

Q And from your experience and observations, he 

Obviously had approved her post; isn't that right? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Calls for speculation. I object. 

THE WITNESS: I don't know. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Do you have an opinion? Do you have an opinion 
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based on your experience? 

A My opinion is that he removed her. 

Q No. I'm not talking about removal. 

A Well, that's my opinion. 

Q I'm not asking you about removal. Do you have 

an opinion, based on your experience and your observation of 
Laurel Sullivan carrying out her post, whether or not at 
some point earlier at the time that she had assumed that 
post that that had been approved by Mr. Hubbard? 

A I don't know. 

Q No. Then your answer would be no, you don't 

have an opinion; is that your answer? 
r A • Right. 

Q Now, let's go back to the security of these 

materials. 

(Off the record.) 

BY MR. LITT: 


Q Let me ask a couple of questions. 

Was there any policy with respect to — again 
referring to archive materials, to the handling of 
originals -- 


A There was none that I ever saw. 

Q Well, were originals to be kept by the 

organization, or were they allowed to be given out? Do 
you understand that question? 

A Right, I understand. Are you referring to the 

specific documents, or materials from archives? 

Q I'm referring to archives materials, yes. 
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A You are referring to the Hubbard archives? 

Q Well, at this point, no. Archives in general. 
I'm trying to get whether there was any policy with respect 
to maintaining the originals for the archives within the 


Church. 

A There was none written that I know of, but 

that is how I always approached it. 

Q So although you weren't aware of any written 

policy with respect to originals, you assumed that the 
originals should be maintained and only copies, as a general 
rule, should be taken out? 

A That was the way I always acted except as I've 

said in this case where it didn't make any sense to do it 
this way, and all that existed were a random assortment which 
Mr. Garrison was to go through and copy what he needed. 

MR. LITT: Can you have a couple copies of this made, 

Julia? 


(Off the record discussion.) 

MR. LITT: Back on the record. Can we mark this next 
in order? This will be Exhibit 2. v 

(Whereupon, the aforementioned document 
was marked as Intervenor's Exhibit 2 for 
identification by the Notary Public and 
is attached hereto.) 


BY MR. LITT: 

Q Mr. Armstrong, I've shown you a document 

entitled at the top "Sea Org," and beneath that "Archives. 
A Right. 
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Q Do you recognize this document? 

A I believe so. \ 

i 

Q Now, this document makes a distinction, doesn’t 

it, between copies and originals; is that right? 

A Right. * 

Q And it basically says that in the organizational 

archives are only to be kept copies of whatever are the 
relevant materials; right? 

A Okay. 

Q And then it says that originals are not to be 

placed in organization archives but rather are to be kept 
in locked storage; right? 
r A ! Okay. 

Q And it says that in order to obtain access to 

those there had to be a written order from the Controller, 
and they could only be released for 24-hour periods; right? 

A Okay. 

Q Is that right? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And then it says that the value of the originals 

is considered to be beyond any possible calculation; right? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q Now, is that the policy that you followed with 

respect to originals in general? 

A Yes, generally. 

Q So you were aware that original materials 

were in particular considered to need a very high level of 
security and a very low level of dissemination; right? 
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A Right. You have to understand -- 

* 

Q I'm not asking you about these materials yet. 

I'm just trying to get the general... 

V 

Now, when you made the decision to provide these 
originals to Mr. Garrison for his review that you've described 
because you weren't sure that it was worth copying all of 
these, did you discuss that with anyone first, or get anyone's 
approval or explain the situation to anyone, whatever? 

A Oh, I don't know. I don't know that it would 

have ever come up. If there was anyone, it would have been 
Barbara De Celle. She — I seem to recall telling her that 
she had these originals, and there was no problem with it. 

I 

It' was the only way I could see that this was going to be 
done. He just did not have the time to spend in the -- 
in my office going through these things. At the same time 
he wanted to be able to establish what he wanted. So I 
didn't even know if it came up, but I'm pretty sure that 
Barbara did know. 

Q Now, let me go back to December 12th again. 

Shortly before December 12th, you had a conversation with 
Virgil Wilhite in which you told him you were going to be 
leaving the Church; is that right? 

A That's correct. 

Q And do you remember how much before the 

12th that was? 

A No. Probably within a day. 

Q And you, also, prior to December 12th, left 


him some materials for safekeeping, something, I don't know 
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what. 

A When I was leaving on December 12th, it took 

a number of trips to get all my stuff out of the organization, 
without detection, so I left some at his place until I could 
pick it up later. 

Q Were any of the materials that you left with 

Virgil Wilhite materials from archives? 

A I think there were probably a couple of boxes 

of materials. 

Q All right. So you took these to Mr. Wilhite 

and left them with him for what? Do you remember how long? 


A 

Maybe -- I 

don't know. 

A few 

hours. 

Q ! 

All right. 

And do you 

recall 

what the materials 


that you had left with Iir. Wilhite were, what the nature of 
them was? 

A There was a — a set of information which was 

taken off -- excerpted from tapes to do with Dianetics and 
Scientology, to do with where Hubbard was at any given instance 
There was several binders or packs of that information. 

There was a set of Philadelphia Doctorate course things 
which — everything that we had copied or assembled during 
the last couple of days inside the organization I took at 
that time and gave to Omar Garrison. 

Q Well, let me see if I have the scenerio straight. 

A Right. 

Q In the last few days prior to leaving and 

after you had decided to leave, you made copies of a number 
of materials. 
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A Right. I continued working as long as I 

thought it was possible to get Mr. Garrison as finished as 

i 

I possibly could in anticipation of the organization's not 
thereafter providing him with further information, and I 
delivered whatever I had assembled up to that date. I continued 


working. I 

worked very hard on that. 

Q 

All right. So then you gathered up these 

materials, 

and you took various of your personal possessions 


as well as these materials with you and gave them to 
Mr. Wilhite to hold for you until you came back? 


A 

That's correct. 

Q 

And then sometime later within a day or so, 


you r came dnd picked them up from him? 


A 

No. The same day. 

Q 

. I take it Mr. Wilhite's -- where did you give 


them to him? At a store? At his home? 


A 

No. At his home. 

Q 

Which was not on any Church premises; right? 

A 

No. 

Q 

That's an ambiguous answer. Am I correct in 


saying that his home was not on Church premises? 


A 

That's correct* 

Q 

And I think you said this was two boxes of 


materials ? 


A 

Yeah. 

Q 

The archives materials I'm referring to. 

A 

There was some of my personal stuff which I 


moved and whatever we had assembled during the last couple of 
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days. 

Q 
A 
Q 

you had dropped off at Virgil Wilhite's, did you take the 
archive materials to Ilr. Garrison? 

A 
Q 
A 
Q 

as of December 12th which materials were kept by 
Mr. Garrison in Costa Mesa and which were kept in Utah? 

Is there some kind of breakdown? 

A I couldn't answer that. 

Q These boxes of originals that you have described, 

they were kept at Costa Mesa; is that right? That's where 
you took them? 

A Yeah. Yeah. He was down in Costa Mesa over 

the — perhaps the two months prior to that. So that's where 
they would have been unless he shipped them off for some 
reason which I wouldn't know about. 

Q Does Mr. Garrison own a home in Costa Mesa or 

was he renting an apartment? 

A . He was renting. 

Q Was it an apartment? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know how long he maintained that apartment? 

A I would say -- I don't — probably a year. 


Yes. 

Where? 

Costa Mesa. 

Now, do you have an idea — again, this is 


"We" being you and your wife? 

Right. 

And when you picked these materials up that 
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Q And came there and lived off and on? 

A Yes. 

Q And did you have a key to that apartment? 

A I did. Sometime later I had a key. 

Q Do you know what time period? Do you recall? 

A I just recall going in and fixing something 

up for him when he was in Utah. He moved back and forth 
on occasion to Utah, and I recall doing some work for him 
of some sort inside the house -- 

Q So you had a key to — 

A -- watering the plants. 

Yeah. During part of that time. 

Q So you had a key just during that period when 

you were doing some work on the apartment itself? 

A Right. Never prior to that and only just a 

brief time later. 

Q Do you recall approximately when that would 

have been? 


A I don't know. February maybe. 

Q And was it February when Mr. Garrison went back 

to Utah? 

A You mean finally moved to Utah? 

Q Uh-huh. 

A When he moved totally to Utah? 

Q Well, when he — 

A He went back and forth a number of times. 

Q Well, you've described that there was a period 


when he was basically in Costa Mesa. 
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A Yes'. 

Q When did that period end? 

A May of end of May 1982. 

Q Prior to that, most of that time was spent in 

Costa Mesa, and only occasionally in Utah? 

A Right. 

0 Was it in May of 1 82 that he gave up his 

apartment in Costa Mesa, or was it later? 

A I — I can't say, but I know that in May -- 

the end of May of '82, he moved out of there. 

Q During that period of time, did he have any 

other office in Costa Mesa or anything? 
r A ! He had an office in my home. 

Q Where was your home? 

A In Costa Mesa. 

Q When you say he had an office in your home, 

did he ever work out of that office? 

A No. I worked out of the office. 

Q Describe for me in what sense you mean it 

was an office that he had. 

A He paid for the office equipment to set it up. 

He paid initially for part of the rent for use of the office 
there and the -- I continued to help him with research and 
with work on other books which he was publishing. 

Q Now, until when did he pay a portion of the 


rent? 

A I recall that he paid at least three months. 

Q Like January, February, March? 
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A Right. 

Q And after that he didn't pay the rent anymore? ■_ 

After that -- 

A That's correct. He didn't pay. 

O You say that he purchased some office equipment. 

What kind of office equipment? 

A Desks, chair, answering machine, paper, regular 

things in an office. 

Q Did he give you the desk and chair at some 

point, or did you give it back to him at some point? 

A No. I still have them but they are his desk 

and chair. The only reason I have them is because he has 
nob- — he ! doesn't have a way to move it. I would be glad if 
he did, but it's too big. 

Q And when you say it was an office, I take it 

this was like a two-bedroom apartment and one of the bedrooms 

was used as an office. Is that what you are talking about? 

A Basically. 

Q Now, after December 12th, when is the next time 

that you ever physically moved any of the archives materials 
that Mr. Garrison had any place? 

A Probably a few days -- a couple of days after 

that. 

Q Describe that. 

A I moved them up to his place in Utah. 

Q So the materials that were in Costa Mesa -- 

A Right. 

Q -- were moved by you to Utah? 
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Right. 

Q Were all of those moved to Utah? 

A I can't say what. You would have to ask him. 

Q Let me put it this way: To your knowledge, 

was everything that you were aware of, moved to Utah? 

A Everything that I know of that I moved. 

I didn't even pack his truck. I don't know. 

Q Well, you described that you had brought a 

great deal of material to him over the couple of months 
before you left, and that had all been taken to Costa Mesa; 
right? 

A Right. 

, Q i Was all of that moved to Utah? 

A Again, I can't say. 

Q To your knowledge, were any of the materials 

from the archives left at his apartment in Costa Mesa at 
that point? 

A I'm trying to recall. I don't recall. I don't 

recall seeing them there. 

And did you go to Utah with him? 

Well, separately. 

But — 

But yeah. 

And did you help him to unload -- 
Uh-huh. 

the materials? 

The boxes of originals that you've talked about, 
these three or four boxes, were then all moved to Utah; is that 
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A 

Q 

A 
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right? 

A That's right. 

Q And these couple of boxes that you had left 

at Virgil Wilhite's, those were all moved to Utah? 

A Right. 

Q And did you then help him to catalogue and 

organize the materials? 

A Yeah. I built some shelves at that period 

and helped him to assemble it. 

Q When was the next time that any documents were 

physically removed, any of the archives documents that 
Omar Garrison had were physically moved anyplace that you are 
aware of? J 

A When he came back down to Costa Mesa after 

Christmas. 


Q He still had the apartment, then? 

A Right. 

Q Did he bring some materials with him? 

A Yeah. 

Q He brought some from Utah to Costa Mesa and 

used them while he was working? 

A Right. 

Q How much material was that; do you know? 

A It looked to me like, I don't know, 20, 30 

linear feet. 


Q A substantial body of material? 

A Uh-huh -- yes. 

Q And how long did those materials stay in his 
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apartment in Costa Mesa? 

A Through more or less May of 1982. 

Q Can you give me a thumbnail sketch of the 

materials that he brought back with him back to Costa Mesa 
around Christmas. What are we talking about? Were they 
most of your binders? 

A Binders, and I think mainly the binders which he 

had selected and some of the original materials. 

Q Some but not all? 

A I can't say, but definitely a portion of them 

at least. 

O Now, do you have an estimate of what percentage -- 

andr I'm speaking now of the materials that were brought back 
to Costa Mesa at Christmas time -- what percentage of the 
overall materials those constituted, Mr. Garrison's overall 
materials? 

A Right. Probably half. 

Q Now, up until May of '82, are you aware of any 

occasion on which these materials were physically removed? 

A Yeah. There was a number of occasions. 

Q Okay. 

A And beginning in March — as near as I can recall, 

there was a number of the materials which were taken to my 
place in Costa Mesa, and a number of the materials were taken 
and copied. 

O Let's go a step at a time. First, when are we 

talking about? 

A April through May. 
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Q You say that a number of materials were taken 

to your apartment? 

A Right. 

Q How much of the materials? 

A Several boxes. 

Q What types of boxes? 

A There were original materials and copies, 

binders. 

Q Can you be more specific? Were there particular 

types, categories of materials? 

A Well, the originals were the random originals 

as they had been. 

„ Q i The three or four boxes? 

A Right. 

Q So pretty much all of this original set of 

materials, this random set that you talked about, at this 
point went to your apartment? 

A Some of it did. It did over a period of time. 

Omar gave it to me to go through to sort out because he was 
finding he was not able to do that. So I was doing that 
throughout March-April-May period, and some of it was binders. 
Often those binders I simply was given by Omar at his home, 
went and copied and returned the binders to him. So those 
never went any other place than to be copied. 

Q So they didn't go to your apartment? 

A Some did. Those were ones — 

Q Just like overnight until you got to the copy 

place? 
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A Well, like there was a set of Philadelphia 

Doctorate things. That was about, yea big (indicating.) I 
went through these and made notes on what I considered to be 
biographically significant because he wanted to use the 
materials, but he simply did not find that the -- that the 
research was doable. He didn't like to do that. He liked 
the different end of the work. He liked to write, but he 
couldn't stand to go through these things. 

Q Well, I'm a little confused. Mr. Garrison gave 

you over a period of time durina March, Aoril and May of '82 
a lot of these original materials which you've described, 
these random originals to go through. 

A Right. He gave me these boxes to go through to 

find what was useable. 


Q Okay. 


A Some of that material I copied, put the original 

back in, gave him whatever it was. 

Q Gave him the copies? 

A Right. You know, we discussed it, what sort 

of things was he looking for and so on. So I did that over 
a period of a couple of months. 

Q Now, what about these binders that he gave you? 

Were you also doing research for him on those binders, or 
were you just having copies made for him? 

A Both. It depended on the kind of binders. 

Some he just requested that copies be made, and that's what 
I did. He already knew those materials in depth. Other ones 
he had not gone through. As I say, for example, the 
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Philadelphia Doctorate tape transcripts he asked me to go 
through and find what was useable biographically in those 
binders. Those two classifications of materials. 

Q Nov;, with respect to the things that he asked 

you to make copies of, would you have a copy made and then 
take him back the binder that he had plus the copy, or would 
you keep one and give him the other? 

A I gave him back the original thing that he had 

given me to copy. We kept them in two locations because he 
feared at that time that his place was going to be burglarized, 
so he wanted a duplicate set of research materials. 

Q So you would go out and make copies and keep 

ther copies that you made and return the binder to him? 

A Right. 

Q And then there were the original binders, the 

three or four boxes of originals which you would go through 
and pick up what might be useful to him, discuss it with him, 
and have copies of those made, give him the copies, the 
original stayed in the boxes in your apartment; right? 

A Up to a point where I gave him back -- 

Q I'm just — 

A — originals. 

Q I'm just trying to get it step by step. 

A I didn't have at any one time all the originals 

in my apartment, and as 'I completed originals, I gave them 
back to him so that he ended up with a big chunk of the 
originals. 


Q 


And what about the binders that you were going 
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through like the Philadelphia lectures or whatever? Would you 
make copies of those before you would go through them and 
keep them at your apartment or just make copies of whatever 
he might need? 

A Right. I wasn't even making copies of the 

V 

Philadelphia materials. I was going through and making 
notes on what page such and such occurred so that he didn't 
have to go through the totality of 5,000 pages. 

Q And after you would make these notes would you 

then return the whole binder to him along with your notes? 

A Yeah. Anything that I did in that mode, 


yes. 

- Q ! And would you also have kept a duplicate set 
of copies of these at your apartment? 

A Which? The notes? 

Q The materials from which the notes were drawn. 

A No. You mean during the time that I was doing it? 

Q Yes. 

A I couldn't work without it. 

Q At some point you would go through a binder 

and you would make notes on it for him, according to your 

testimony, so that he wouldn't have to go through all of the 

material, and then you would be prepared to give it back to 
him because you had finished going through that set of 
materials ? 


A Right. 

Q When you would give it back to him, would you 

keep a copy of those materials at your apartment? 
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A No. When I was done, whenever I was done with 

something, I shipped it off. 

Q And during all of this time, these exchanges 

of materials that you have described, this all happened in 
Costa Mesa, or did you ship some to Utah? 

A There were certain materials which I was going 

through which I sent to Utah, but that would have only been 
after he had gone up there, and it was very, very few like 
that. 

Q Now, other than having received materials from 

him for copying or your review and having exchanged such 
materials back and forth with him, was there any other point 
when any Materials that came from archives or copies of 
materials were moved anywhere else? 

A Yeah. There was after the organization, as 

you know, or whoever took the photos and brought out the 
subsequent Declare on me. At that point I shipped off some 
of the materials. Sometime later after I had met Michael 
Flynn, right after that incident, then I sent some of the 
materials to Michael Flynn. 

Q Let's step back. Prior to that. We'll get 

to that. Prior to that time -- 

A Uh-huh. 

Q -- is there any other occasion of the movement 

of the materials that you haven't described? 

A There was the movement of the materials up 

to Omar's place. That was the end of May. And su?j segue ntlv 
there were a couple of times ’when I either obtained materials 
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for Omar from -- materials that he had deposited with an 
associate of his, Bill Crago, whom I'm sure you know about, • 

* 

or when I took materials that I had been working on which 
were original materials and dropped them. 

Q Explain Bill Crago to me. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: What he looks like? 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q When was the first time he was given any of 

these materials? 

A I don't know exactly. Omar made the arrangements 

and dropped off materials with him. 

Q Do you know what materials Omar dropped off 

with him? ! 

A Well, I think that they were some of these 

random materials and some of the copies which we had been 
having made and some of the binders. There were several 
boxes of these things which Omar left with Bill Crago, and 
I believe that that was prior to Omar's final move up to 
Utah at the end of May. 

Q Do you remember when the first time any materials 

were given to Bill Crago was? 

A Omar would know, and that's when I believe it 

was. 

0 At the end of May? 

A Something like that. As I say, I wasn't there. 

Omar did it, and that's all I know. 

Q All right. Well, you indicated that while you 

were working on this, doing some of this review, there were 
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materials going to Mr. Crago. I'm just confused about 
the time sequence here. 

A As near as I know, and I don't think Omar 

said to me when, but it was prior to his move up to Utah. 
Again, he expressed to me that he felt he wanted to keep some 
of the material separate because he anticipated someone 
burglarizing his home in Utah, taking the material. So it 
would have been around that date. 

Q Now, describe for me as best you can all of the 

occasions on which materials were delivered to Mr. Crago 
either by Mr. Garrison or yourself. 

A Well, there's the initial one which I don't 

J 

know about, at least, by Omar Garrison. Ke moved materials 
and put them in Bill Crago's place. Then there was a 
subsequent time in which I went down to Bill Crago's place 
and put in some of the original materials which I had been 
working with. 

Q When was that? 

A Sometime after Omar's move up in May. 

Q So this was probably June or later? 

A Something like that. So I dumped that stuff 

off. 

0 How much material was that? Describe that 

material for me. 

A Maybe a couple of boxes. 

Q And what, as best you recall, was in it? 

Some of it was these random originals that you described? 

A Right. 
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Q What else? 

A And some of it was binders which I had been l 

going through and doing research on. 

Q Mow, when did you take materials to Mr. Crago? 

On only one occasion or more than one occasion? 

A No. I took materials twice and once -- I recall 

that there was only three times and once Omar sent me to 
locate some materials that he was looking for. 

Q What materials were those? 

A They were naval papers that had to do with — 

I recall one of them was something to do with the period 
when Hubbard was in Australia at the beginning of the Second 

J 

Nor'ld War. 

0 And so were these materials that Mr. Crago had 

materials that Mr. Garrison did not have other copies of? 

A Probably some of them, sure. Definitely the 

originals which I delivered there and maybe some of the 
materials that Omar delivered there. I — I would think so. 

Q Now, the originals that you delivered there, 

had you already reviewed them and given Omar the things that 
you thought he might be able to use? 

A When I had delivered them there? 

Q By the time you had delivered them to Mr. Crago - 

A Right. 

Q -- you had already reviewed them and given him 

copies, given Omar copies? 

A I think so, yeah. Whatever I had done to that 


date, yeah. 
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Q Well, let me ask the question this way: You've 

described that some of the materials were delivered to 
Mr. Crago by you -- 

A Right. 

Q -- were originals. 

A Right. 

Q And you have described that you had originals 

provided to you by Mr. Garrison to go through to pick out 
anything that he might want. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q You had done that at the time that you 

delivered these to Mr. Crago; right? 

I 

A Right. 

Q And you had made copies for Mr. Garrison of 

what you considered the relevant materials from those 
originals ? 

A Yeah. There was very little. There was maybe 

a few things which I sent to him and — and referred him to 
whatever there was if he wanted to see it. Basically a 
categorization and so on. 

Q So, essentially, on two different occasions, 

probably in June, you delivered some of the materials -- 
well, you delivered materials that you had to Hr. Crago? 

A Yes. I believe one was in June and one was 

probably in July. 

Q Now — 

A Maybe — yeah, around in that period. 

Q Now, did the delivery to Mr. Crago on those two 
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occasions constitute a delivery of all of the archive 

% ■ ■ 

materials you had in your possession? 

A No. Only those things that I was done with at 

the time. 

Q What did you still have in your possession? 

A Well, shortly after that whatever I had in my 

possession ended up in the Los Angeles Superior Court, so you 

can tell from that. There was a random assortment of 
originals and copies. The copies were for the most part the 
duplicate set which I had been copying for Omar, and the 
random originals, whatever was left in the house. 

Q Nov/, at some point did you go back to fir. Crago 1 s 

I 

house and pick up any materials from his house? 

A Yeah, there was -- I believe when I delivered 

some at one point I picked up some that Omar wanted, and 

then there was the last time when I just went through the 
materials that Bill Crago had and found the — actually 
I didn't find the materials. I told Omar that I had gone 
through and was not able to locate the particular letter 
that he wanted, but I went through on that occasion. 

Q Nov/, you say you went and got some materials 

from Mr. Crago that you sent to Omar. 

A Right. 

Q And you think this was in July, or you are not 

sure? 

A Something like that. It seems to me there was 

a couple of -- there was a couple of binders that he requested. 
There was a number of binders that were at Bill Crago's place. 
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I don't even recall what they were, but I do recall getting 
them and sending them off to Omar. 

* 

Q Is that the only occasion in which you moved 

any materials from Hr. Crago's possession? 

A As near as I recall, I think that there was the 

one, the one time when I actually got a bunch of stuff. 

Twice when I brought him stuff. Once when I got a bunch of 
stuff and once when I didn't locate anything. I was probably 
at his place three or four times total. 

Q Nov;, let's go back to what I guess is the end 

of April or early May. You indicated that you met with 
Mr. Flynn at some point. Where did you meet with him? 
r A ! Clearwater. 

O And you had spoken to him prior to going to 

Clearwater; is that right? 

A That's right. I called him. 

O Do you remember when that was? 

A It would have been within -- within — 'within 

a few days of whenever that was. It was just a couple of 
days. It was right after the incident with the photos 
happened. 

Q So it was probably right around the end of 

April? 

A Yeah, end of April, beginning of May. 

Q And when you called Mr. Flynn — well, let 

me ask the question this way: When you went back to 
Clearwater, you had some materials with you that you took 
with you; is that right? 
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A I believe I had -- I had something that was 

very little. I think it was to do with Nibs. 

Q Kell, let's try to be as specific as possible. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I just want to interject here that 
I think this was covered. 

MR. LITT: It may have been covered by Mr. Kohlweck. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: No. I read this transcript last night. 

MR. LITT: Not in detail. I got some general 
information on that but -- 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Just a minute. 

MR. LITT: Take my word for it, it was not in detail. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Line 21. 

r ! (Off the record.) 

(Luncheon recess.) 

EXAMINATION (RESUMED) 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q When you went back to see Mr. Flynn, you had 

with you something that related to Nibs, Ronald DeWolf, and 
a letter of Mrs. Hubbard's; right? 

A Right. 

Q Were both of those originals that you took back 

with you or were they copies? 

A One was a copy, and one was an original. 

Q Which was the original and which was the copy? 

A The original was the Mary Sue letter. 

Q Nov/, that letter, where did that come from? 

Where did you oet it? 
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A From Del Sol. 

Q Was that letter part of these three or four 

boxes of random originals that you have described earlier? 

A Yeah. 

Q And had you reviewed the materials in which that 

letter, or the group of materials of which that letter was a 
part for Mr. Garrison prior to the time that you took it to 
Clearwater? Do you understand my question? 

IiS. DRAGOJEVIC: I’m sorry. Could I hear that again. 

With the distraction, I wasn't paying attention. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q You testified earlier that you were going through, 

at qlifferdr.t stages, groups of these original materials to 
pick out'what Mr. Garrison might need. I-Iad you done that 
with respect to the group of materials that this letter was 
part of? 

A Possibly in part. 

O This letter was among the original materials 

that you were holding to review? Do you follow me? 

A It was amongst the original letters -- original 

materials that I gave to Iir. Garrison throughout the last 
month or so inside the organization. 

Q Well, let me ask the question this way: When 

you went to get the letter, was the letter at your apartment, 
or was it someplace else? This is the letter of Mrs. Hubbard, 
You recall you testified there were some things in your 
apartment and other things other places? 

A Right. I had that with me in the apartment. 
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Q You had that in particular with you? 

I mean, had you picked that out of something at some point? 

* 

A No. I had been carrying it around for some time 

because I was intending to send it to Mrs. Hubbard. I tried 
within the organization. I was informed that there was no 
way of communicating to her. So that was all. 

Q So you had selected this letter out as something 

that you wanted to return to llrs. Hubbard? 

A That's correct. 

Q What about the other materials, the DeWolf 

materials? Where did they come from? 

A Those came from -- those came from a file of 

correspondence. I think that there was only one page. 

It came from a file of correspondence inside the Hubbard 
archives. 

Q Let me clarify my question. When I say where 

did they come from, when you took it with you, where did you 
get the material from at that point when you took it to 
Clearwater? Was it in your house or was it someplace else? 

A I believe so. 

Q You believe it was in your house? 

A I believe so. I don't recall asking Mr. Garrison 

at that point for any materials, so.that could be the only 
other place it could have come from. 

Q Now, prior to taking these materials with you 

to Clearwater, did you have any conversation with Mr. Garrison 
about the fact that you were taking some materials to Clearwater 
with you? 
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A I don't think the subject ever came up. 

Mr. Garrison knew that I was going to see Michael Flynn. 

He drove me to the airport. 

Q But he didn't know you were taking any of the 

archives materials with you? 

A No. I never made a big thing of it. There are 

things which -- the Mary Sue letter which I had been carrying 
around for some time. The Nibs' thing I took only because 
I hoped to speak to Nibs and let him know what he had been 
going through and the fact that his suspicion which he had 
been writing to his father about for several years that others 
were answering the letters was indeed true, and this listed . 
ouh who were answering all the letters. Those were the only 
two things that I had. 

Q When you say you had been carrying the Mary Sue 

letter around, do you mean carrying it around on your person, 
or you had made efforts to return it? 

A Yeah, I had made an effort inside the 

organization to return it, and later I had gotten it from 
Omar Garrison, and I had been in correspondence with 
Laurel Sullivan, who said she was in touch with Mary Sue. 
Laurel was going to send me an address and confirm that the 
address was still good. 

Q So at some point you asked Omar Garrison to 

send you the letter? 

A Yeah. I think I got it from him sometime in -- 

I don't know, early 1982. 

0 The Mary Sue letter, as you've described it,

that you took with you, you took it for the purpose of showing 
to Mr. Flynn; is that right? 

A Yeah. 

Q Now — 

A I don't believe I originally set out with that 

idea. It was in the briefcase which I took, but once there 
I definitely decided to do it. 

Q Prior to going to Clearwater when you spoke 

with Mr. Flynn on the telephone, did you tell him that you had 
materials that had come from the archives? 

A I don't recall that it ever came up. It wasn't 

I think -- I think he only learned of that when we met in 


Cle&rwater. He did not believe I was who I was. 

O When you called him? 

A Right. 

Q So when you were in Clearwater, at some point 

you met with Mr. Flynn, and he then believed you were who 
you said you were, and then you told him about the archive 
materials and what Mr. Garrison and what you had; is that 
right? 


A Basically, ves. 

Q And Mr. Flynn told you that those materials 

were potentially evidence in some of the cases that were 
occurring around the country; is that right? 

A I don't think that ever came up. 

0 Did Mr. Flynn ever tell you that he would like 

to see those materials? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Can I interject an objection here for 
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a moment? I'm sure that by this time Gerry had retained 
Mr. Flynn, and I'm feeling rather uncomfortable here about 
getting into all these various conversations that he had 
with Mr. Flynn as violative of the attorney-client privilege 
which they had and still have. So I don't think that we 
should be getting into substantive conversations. 

MR. LITT: Well, there are two issues. The first 
issue is whether they were conversations that occurred 
before Mr. Flynn was retained. We have already established 
that he certainly wasn't retained when Mr. Armstrong got to 
Clearwater. 

THE WITNESS: He was retained right after. I went to 
Mr.rFlynn Scared for my life. I asked him for help. He had — 
he had reservations 'til he met me. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I think it's pretty clear. 

MR. LITT: Well, I'm going to ask a series of 
questions. You can instruct your client as you choose. 

Q Isn't it a fact that at some point in the course 

of your trip to Clearwater or shortly thereafter, Mr. Flynn 
told you that the materials that we've designated as the 
archives materials were potentially useful evidence in his 
suits against the Church of Scientology or against Mr. and 
Mrs. Hubbard around the country? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I'm going to object to the^ question 
on the grounds of the attorney-client privilege and instruct 
the witness not to answer. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q And isn't it true that Mr. Flynn told you that 
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he would like to get copies of any of those materials that 
you could get for him for use in his other cases? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Same objection. 

MR. LITT: Would you say whether you are instructing 

or not. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: And I'm instructing the witness not 
to answer. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q And isn't it true that at some point you had 

a discussion with Mr. Flynn about your need to speak with 
Omar Garrison to get Mr. Garrison to allow you access to 
these materials to give to Mr. Flynn? 

■■ MS J DRAGOJEVIC: Same objection. Instruct the witness 
not to answer. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q And isn't it true that in the course of your 

conversations with Mr. Flynn, he advised you that if you 
could get these documents into his hands that it would be a 
weapon that you could use against the Church, or words to 
that effect? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Same objection. Instruct the witness 
not to answer. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q And isn't it true that you and Mr. Flynn 

on your trip to Clearwater or sometime thereafter, had a 
discussion in which Mr. Flynn advised you to — or let me 
rephrase that -- in which you and Mr. Flynn concluded that 
you should tell Mr. Garrison that you needed to make copies of 
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these materials for your legal suit so that Mr. Garrison would 
allow you to copy the materials? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Same objection. Instruct the witness 
not to answer. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q You had a conversation with Omar Garrison 

at some point, did you not, in which you discussed with him 
your desire to make copies of these materials or to provide 
some of these materials to Mr. Flynn; is that right? 

A I asked him for documents, and he said that I 

could have whatever I needed. 

Q When did this conversation occur? 

r A Around May or June. 

Q Shortly after you came back from Clearwater? 

A Sometime after that. 

Q Did it occur in person or on the telephone? 

A It occurred first by telephone and later when we 

met in person. 

Q The telephone conversation that you had, where 

were you and where was Mr. Garrison when that conversation 
occurred? 

I believe he was home, and I was in a phone 


booth.

Home being Utah or Costa Mesa? 

Utah. 

And then did you go to Utah at some point? 

No. 

Where did you have the in-oerson conversation 
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that you referred to? 

A In Costa Mesa. 

Q And what reason did you give Mr. Garrison that 

you wanted to copy these materials? 

A I -- I said that they were needed for evidence. 

Q For evidence in what? 

A Because I knew that the organization was going 

to sue me and that they were going to harass me and that my 
life was at risk. 

Q Evidence for-what? You didn't answer my 

question. 

I'll move to strike. 

r ! Tell me what you told him you needed evidence 

for. In other words, did you explain to him what kind of 
evidence you needed? V7hat did you want to establish? 

A Evidence of the misrepresentations made by 

Hubbard, the organization and of their activities they were 
involved in. 

O Nov/, what did you believe that you were going 

to be sued for? You had not been sued; is that right? 

A That's correct. 

,Q Did you know what you were going to be sued for? 

A No. It didn't matter. 

Q Did you have a belief what you were going to be 

sued for? 

A I believed that they would sue me for whatever 

they could concoct. I knew that at that point I had become 
subject to the Fair Game Doctrine, part of which is to sue. 
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I knew that, as Omar Garrison put it to me, "that your life 
is at risk." I knew that my life' was at risk. 

Q I won't go into that with you now. 

So you wanted these documents for evidence in 
a case that didn't exist, relating to whether or not 
Mr. Hubbard had made misrepresentations about himself in the 
past? 

A In part at least. I knew it was coming. I was 

told to get an attorney by his representatives. 

Q When did you first make any copies or otherwise 

provide any materials to Mr. Flynn? 

A Sometime in June or July. 

. r Q ! On the first occasion that you sent him 
materials, what did you send him? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Well, let's see if we can do a little better 

than that. 

A I sent — what I know I sent at that point were 

naval records, copy of the transcript of the hearing. 

Q What hearing? 

A A Naval hearing. Documents which had to do 

with harassment of individuals directed bv Hubbard. 

Q Prior to sending this set — is there more than 

that that you recall? 

A That's mainly it. Within a very short time 

I sent -- I got rid of everything I had. I sent the whole 
works. 

Q We'll come to that in a moment. 
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Prior to sending this first set of materials 
to Mr. Flynn, did you have a discussion with him concerning 

i 

what you were sending him? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Just answer yes or no. 

THE WITNESS.: Yes. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Without telling me the contents of that 

conversation, did the conversation relate to the types of 
materials that should be sent to him? 

A I don't believe so. I was not instructed. 

Q And you indicated that shortly -- well, let 

me ask the question this way: Did you make copies of anything 
not already in your possession at your apartment for purposes 
of forwarding them to Hr. Flynn? 

A Let me get that straight. Did I make copies 

of anything that was at that time in my apartment? 

Q Mo. Other than what was in your apartment, 

did you go somewhere else, either to Mr. Garrison's home in 
Utah, or to the Costa Mesa apartment or to Mr. Crago's or 
whatever and get any materials for purposes of making a 
copy to forward to Mr. Flynn? 

A Omar sent me a number of materials for that 

purpose. 

Q How were those chosen? 

A I asked him for specific binders. 

Q Do you recall what materials he sent you? 

A There was a binder of correspondence with Nibs; 

there were naval records; there v’ere some letters to and 
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from Helen O'Brien. That's all that I recall right now — 
no. There was OTO documents; there was John Parsons' file. 
That's about it that I recall. 

0 And what was the total amount of that material? 

A . Maybe a couple thousand pages. 

Q And you received that from Mr. Garrison and 

sent it on to Mr. Flynn? 

A Basically. 

0 Did you make copies first? 

A That's correct. 

0 Did you have any other discussions with 

Mr. Garrison asking him to send on any other specific 
materials? 

A There was a couple of times when he sent 

on materials to me, or when he was down in the Orange County 
area, gave me some binders for copying the contents of. 

Q For the specific purpose of forwarding them to 

Mr. Flynn? 


A That's correct. 

Q What were those? 

A The letters to do with Don Purcell, the 

Wichita period. That's ail that I recall. 

0 The materials that Mr. Garrison gave you, 

were they in response to specific requests? 

A

From me? 

For specific materials? 

Those ones were, yes. 

Were all the materials that Mr. Garrison gave

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you for forwarding on to Mr. Flynn pursuant to specific 
requests by you that you needed certain documents which you

A No. There were a great deal of materials 

which — when I began to realize that my life was in danger 
and I wanted advice — that I shipped off everything that I had 
either to this office here or to Michael Flynn to get rid of 
everything

Mr. Garrison was that you needed these materials for evidence. 

A No. You are twisting two things together there. 

He gave me a volume of materials for evidence. Additionally, 

I simply shipped off everything that I had, all the duplicate 
copies and all the original materials which I then had in 
the office in Costa Mesa. 

Q Well, let me ask you a question: As I understand 

your earlier testimony, the materials you had in your 
apartment were basically materials that you were holding 


that I had. So 

Did you get Ilr. Garrison's permission to do 

I told him about it. 

When? 

Around the same time period. 

Before or after you shipped them out? 

I think some of them before and some of them 
he gave his approval at that time. 

These were all for use as evidence? 

No. 

I thought you said that your arrangement with 
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for Mr. Garrison, is that right, and reviewing for him? 

A Right, basically. One set was the duplicate 

copies and one were the original materials. 

Q Why didn't you, if you didn't want to have the 

documents in your possession, return them to Mr. Garrison? 
Isn't he the person who'had been given possession of them? 

A I don't know. I decided to deposit them with 

ray attorney. They could always go back to Mr. Garrison. 

.1 wanted to -- I wanted some advice with regards to all of 
this stuff. 

Q Did you place any limitation on the use of any 

of the documents? 

r A ’■ Basically. 

Q Basically what? 

A That they were not to be broadly used or 

otherwise endanger Omar Garrison's biography project. 

Q Other than the limitation of endangering 

Omar Garrison's biography project, did you place any 
limitation on their use? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: May I take a moment here. 

(Off the record.) 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Read from Line 7. 

MR. LITT: This question is broader. It relates to 
your office, too. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: All right. But I want to give Gerry 
a chance to read this testimony. 

THE WITNESS: So what I stated was basically as I've 
stated it there. 
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BY MR. LITT: 

Q So, to be clear, there were no other limitations- 

that you placed? 

A No. There were none given to me by Mr. Garrison 

other than to keep it in the legal arena, and those were what 
I placed on it. 


Q 

Were the documents Mr. Garrison's personal 

documents in 

your opinion? 

A 

That's a — 

Q 

I'm not asking for a legal conclusion. I wonder 


if you considered them his personal documents. 

A I don't know how to answer that. He was given 

them pursuant to that contract. 

Q Wasn't he given them pursuant to the contract 

for his use? 


A 

Yes. 

Q 

When you were the archivist, you weren't 


giving these over to him, were you, to keep? 


A 

I don't think that the question ever came up. 

Q 

Well, did you feel that you were giving them to 


him to keep? 


A 

No. 

Q 

You considered them to be archive materials; 

right? 


A

I don't know how Mr. Garrison perceived it. 

I'm talking about you. 

A 

Well, I answered that. 

Q 

So you didn't think that these were Mr. Garrison's 
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materials to simply do with as he chose; right? You knew he 
had these: pursuant to a certain agreement and pursuant to his 
preparation of the biography project? 

A I didn't know from that date on what the 

situation was with regard to that contract or anything. 

I simply know that Mr. Garrison made them available to me 
and knew that I was transmitting them to my attorneys. 

Q That's not my question. My question is — 

A Well, then, I can't answer. 

Q Well, I think you can. My question is, didn't 

you know, based on the fact that you had been the archivist 
who had collected all of these materials for Mr. Garrison, 
that they ! weren't his to do with as he pleased? You didn't 
know that? 

A He was doing with them what he pleased. 

Q Answer my question. In terms of your 

understanding of the agreement under which he got them, 
did you think that he could do with them as he pleased? 

If that's what you thought, just say it, for whatever 
credibility it might have, but let's get a straight answer 
on that. 

A I don't know. I didn't see anything wrong 

with what he was doing. 

Q That's not my question. 

A Well, that answers it as far as I am concerned. 

Q No. I'll ask the question again. Didn't you 

know that these were not Mr. Garrison's personal documents 
and that he could not do with them as he pleased pursuant to 
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the conditions under which they were given to him? 

It's a simple yes or no answer. Either you knew or you didn't.-. 

1 

A Just so this is clear, and we can pick up where 

you said, I don't know what the limitations were that were 
ever discussed or imposed on him. 

Q That's not my question. That's not my question. 

A So could he do with them what he wanted, I would 

say no. 

Q So you did know that he could not do with them 

what he wanted? You understood that; right? 

A Well, I don't know. I can't -- 

Q Was that your understanding? 

r MS. ! DRAGOJEVIC: Gerry, don't let him put words in 
your mouth. If you don't know, you don't know. 

THE WITNESS: Yeah. It never came up. It was never 
a concept that ever — 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Mr. Armstrong, I showed you Exhibit 2 awhile 

ago, and it talks about not following the policy with respect 
to originals being a Comm Ev offense. What does that mean? 

A A Comm Ev offense is one for which one can be 

brought before a committee and judged and penalties imposed. 

Q And you were on staff in one form or another 

within the Scientology structure for 13 years; right? 

A Yeah. 

Q Now, wasn't it your experience — let me 

rephrase the question. 

Based on that experience and your knowledge of 
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how materials were handled and specifically how the archive 
materials were handled, didn't you know that these materials 
were not provided to Mr. Garrison for his personal use to 
do with as he chose? 

A Well, I think that there's a couple of 

classifications. The originals it was understood were to 
be returned to the organization. The copies, that was his 
baby. So understand that. There's a differentiation. 

Also understand from this document here, it lays down a 
differentiation between what I was involved with and 
organizational archives. I did not have organizational 
archives. I had the originals. Those could, pursuant to the 
contract, ! be provided to Omar Garrison. There was nothing 
wrong with it. 

Q For use pursuant to the contract; isn't that 

right? For what use? To work on the biography project; 
isn't that right? 

A So that's why — that's how they were provided 

to him. 


Q That's right. And you knew that that was the 

only purpose for which they were provided to him; didn't you? 

A That's the only reason I did .provide them to 

him. 

Q And that was the only reason they were provided 

to him; right? 

A That's correct. 

Q And they weren't to be used for any other reason. 


were they? 
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A It never came up. 

Q It's come up now. It came up when you sent the 

n 

materials out. 

A That's right. 

Q So now it's come up. So now the question is, 

didn't you know that they were only for use for the 
biography project? 

A It never came up. 

Q Now it's cOme up. So answer my question. 

Didn't you know that they weren't to be used for any other 
purpose? 

A Yeah. I couldn't imagine them being used for 

another piirpose. That's the only reason why I provided them 
to Mr. Garrison. What happened subsequently is a whole 
different picture. 

And this particular policy applies to another 
whole set of documents and copies within the organization. 

Mine were not organization archives. They weren't. 

0 But they were treated in a similar fashion, 

weren't they? The security of these archives is certainly 
as high as the security of organizational archives? 

A 
Q 
A 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Sometime in May you had a meeting with Mr. Flynn 


I'm sure. 

Okay. 

Archives are similar wherever you go. 
(Discussion.between the witness and his 
counsel.) 
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and others at the Bonaventure Hotel; is that right? 

A It might have been May or June. I don't 

recall the exact date. 

Q Well, let's use as a working date May 26th 

to 29th. If I'm wrong, somebody will show it sooner or 
later. 

Were any of the materials that you had provided, 
or were any archive materials, present at any point in the 
course of that meeting? 

A Yeah. 

Q What materials were present in the course of 

that meeting? 

: A ! Naval workers, materials from binders called 

The Book, Your Soundscriber, and some other title. There was 
maybe a couple of others. 

Q How did they get there? 

A I took them. 

Q From where? 

A From where I had them in Costa Mesa. 

Q From your apartment? 

A Uh-huh — yes. 

Q Was this after you had had a discussion with 

Omar Garrison concerning him giving you some of these 
materials or before? 

A It was after. 

Q Why did you bring them to the meeting? 

A Because I wanted to show them to Michael Flynn. 

Q Had he asked you to bring them? 
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A I don't believe it ever came up. 

Q Did he know you were bringing them? 

A I don't believe that it ever came up. 

Q Who else was present at this meeting? 

A Mike Douglas, Kima Douglas, Jim Dincalci, 

Nancy Dincalci. 

Q Anyone else? 

A' At another time there was -- 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: We’re talking about one time, Gerry. 

THE WITNESS: Well, throughout. We were there for 
several hours. 

BY MR. LITT: 

r Q ! Well, it went over two days, didn't it? 

A Right. Gordon Freedman and somebody else came 

in, a rabbi. I think that's all. 

Q Now, did you give the materials to Mr. Flynn 

at that time? 

A I left some of them with him at that time for 

him to read. 

Q Did you discuss the materials with him at 

some point in the course of the weekend? 

A Yeah. 

Q Was anyone else present when you were having 

the discussion? 

A I don't believe so. Jocelyn was there, but 

that was all. 

O Were the materials discussed between any other 

parties besides you and Mr. Flynn in the course of that 
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weekend? 

A It's — it's possible that they were discussed 

«' 

broadly like what was basically in the archives materials. 

I don't believe that any particular things were discussed. 

Q As best you recall, who was present for this 

broader discussion? 

A The ones that I've named. 

Q Including Gordon Freedman or just the first ones 

that you named? 

A Yeah. Here's the thing. I laid out for those 

who were present my particular experiences with regards to 
being in Scientology, getting out of Scientology, and the 
process that I had gone through with regards to the discovery 
for myself of the various misrepresentations and lies made 
by L. Ron Hubbard and the effect that it had on me and the -- 
that that was a major factor in my getting out. So I related 
my story, my chronology basically. I don't think that 
there were any particular documents or -- or documentary 
evidence of the misrepresentations made at that time other 
than to say that, you know, on this point I found he was 
lying and on this point I found that he was lying and the 
mind-bending effect it had on me. That was what my story 
was all about. That was my part of the discussion. Other 
people related what happened to them. That's basically what 
it was all about. 

Q In the course of your describing your experience, 

were the materials that you had brought with you passed around 
the different people there? 
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A I don't believe so. 

Q Do you know whether the materials that you 

brought with you were shown to Mr. Freedman? Mr. Freedman 
is a reporter for "20/20"; right? 

A I don't know. 

Q You do know he is a reporter; right? 

A Yeah. 

Q Do you know whether these materials were shown 

to him? : _ 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you know whether they were shown to anyone 

other than Mr. Flynn? 

t A ! I don't know. 

Q You didn't show them to anyone, but you don't 

know whether Mr. Flynn did? 

A That's right. 

Q At the end of this meeting, what happened to 

the materials? Did you take them back, or did Mr. Flynn take 
them? 

A No, I left, at least some of the materials. 

I believe there's maybe five packs of this stuff all together. 
I left it with Mr. Flynn to read that night, and I picked it 
up again the next day. 

Q And took it back with you? 

A Yes. And made copies. 

Q And then sent them on to Mr. Flynn? 

A Sometime after that. 

Q Did he ask you to make him copies after he read 
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them? 

A I don't recall. I may have. I may have said 

that I'm going to send off materials. I don't recall if he 
originated it or I did. 

Q Was there any discussion at this meeting that 

you've described about the fact that the archive materials 
or the various documents in them were potential evidence in 
various cases? 

A I discussed them. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Wait. Wait. Can I have that 
question read back. 

(Record read.) 

* MSi DRAGOJEVIC: That calls for a yes or no, Gerry. 

THE WITNESS: Define "various cases" then. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q For the moment, any case. 

A On the second night, I -- 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Don't -- you have to understand that 
there is an attorney-client privilege, all right? So I don't 
want you to discuss the substance of any conversations that 
you had with your attorney. If you can answer in a yes or 
no, then indicate. If you cannot, then we'll deal with it. 

THE WITNESS: In my case. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Who was present for that conversation? 

A Michael Flynn and Jocelyn. 

Q In the course of meetings attended by more 

people than you, Michael Flynn and Jocelyn, was there any 
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discussion of the potential value of any of the archive 
materials as evidence? 

* 

A I don't recall. ^ 

Q Didn't Mr. Flynn point out at some point in the 

discussion that this was important new information? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: What discussion are you talking 

about? 

MR. LITT: The general discussions. I'm excluding 
discussions only between Mr. Flynn and Mr. Armstrong. 

Q The significance of these documents for the 

long-standing court fight against Scientology? 

A I don't know if it ever came up. 

r Q { Didn't he point out the importance of these 
documents for trying to publicly discredit -- leave aside 
cases -- in the public arena/ Scientology or Mr. Hubbard? 

A No. 

Q Now, let me go back to the time frame of this. 

Do you know when you gathered up all of your remaining 
materials and sent them off to Mr. Flynn or to Ms. Dragojevic's 
office? Do you know when that was? 

A To the best of my recollection, it was in July. 

Q Do you remember when in July? 

A No. 

MR. LITT: Let's go off the record. 

(Off the record discussion.) 

MR. LITT: Back on the record. 

Q Was there some discrimination made in terms 

of determining what to send to Mr. Flynn and what to send 
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to Contos and Bunch? 

A Not really. I know that there was at least 

one box of this random junk that I had been going through 
that just doesn't make any sense to ship anywhere so I brought 
it up here. To the best of my recollection, pretty well all 
of the duplicate copies went to Michael Flynn and the bulk, 
the greatest part of the originals, came to here. 

0 Nov/, when you refer to this random junk, 

among this random junk was originals of letters between 
Mary Sue and L. Ron Hubbard; right? 

A I don't recall any such things. There may be, 

but I don't recall. 

r Q ! Did you ever send a copy of -- well, let me 
ask the question this way: Are you familiar with a document 
that is a premarital agreement between L. Ron Hubbard and 
Mary Sue Hubbard? 

A Yeah. 

Q Did you ever send a copy of that to 

Mr. Flynn? 


A I believe so. 

Q When would that have been? 

A Around the same time period, June, July. 

Q Where had that been kept? X7as that one of the 

things that were at your apartment or one of the things that 
you asked Mr. Garrison for? 

A I'm pretty sure that those were random in this 

box of random junk. 

Q Did you ever have any discussion with Kevin Flynn 
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about any of these materials? 

A Well, I don't recall any such conversation. 

I know you people keep asking this but -— but I don't. 

Q I just want to know 7 whether I can check it 

out with him. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Cross it out. 

THE WITNESS: You know, if I said anything to Kevin 
Flynn, it was so brief and so miniscule, that it doesn't 
register at all. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q Let's put it this way: Besides the Clearwater 

trip, did you ever have any conversation with him? 

A i Have I ever? 

Q Yeah. 

A Yeah. I -- prior to the trip to Clearwater, 

I spoke with him. I believe I.got him maybe a couple of 
times when I was making the flight arrangements to go back 
there, and I spoke with him just like to try and get ahold 
of Michael Flynn, and earlier in -- I think it was probably 
early 1981, I met him once in a restaurant, and he thought 
that I was on a G.O. operation at the time and we -- and 
we had rather -- it's sort of a heated discussion in a way, 
and he continued, I believe, for some time to think that I 
was indeed another Bill Broderick, and this was an attempt to 
penetrate Michael Flynn's office. 

Q Nov/, you reached an agreement with Mr. Flynn 

at some point, didn't you, to act as a witness for him in 


other of his cases? 
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A Yes. 

Q When did you reach that agreement? 

A I think probably sometime in the second meeting 

in Los Angeles. 

Q . The second meeting? What's the second meeting? 

A I met him there two evenings. 

Q You mean the second evening at the Bonaventure 

Hotel? 

A Right. 

Q So that was in May? 

A Something like that. 

Q Well, did you reach any agreement with him 

concerning the type of testimony that you would provide for 
his other cases? 

A That's .such a broad question -~ 

Q Okay. 

A He never went over, I don't believe, at the 

time specifics as to what I would testify, but that, you know, 
as a result of everything that has happened, I had a different 
perception of the organization, of Hubbard and their means 
of operation, and I said that, you know, whatever I could do, 
you know, to rectify the matter, I would try and assist as 
possible. That was about -- 

Q Well, didn't you understand that Mr. Flynn wanted 

you to be a witness concerning Mr. Hubbard's background and 
alleged misrepresentations that had been made by Mr. Hubbard 
and/or Scientology? 

A Well, he never asked specifically, but it was 
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obvious I was the person who had that information. So I would 
not be testifying as to the, you know, the soap used by the 
dishwasher but rather the area in which I had experience, 
knowledge, and expertise. 

Q Well, you certainly knew by June, didn't you, 

as you prepared an affidavit in Tonja Burden's case, didn't 
you? You remember that affidavit? 

A Uh-huh -- yes. 

Q So you had a pretty good idea, then, what he 

wanted you to be a witness about? 

A Like I say, I could only be a witness about 

what I was involved in, and that's what I was involved in, 
and- so it ’■ never had to be discussed. 

Q So you understood in May or June of 1982 

that Mr. Flynn felt that you were a potentially important 
witness concerning your knowledge of Mr. Hubbard's background 
and alleged misrepresentations concerning Scientology and 
Mr. Hubbard; right? 

A I think that's correct. 

Q And you understood that the documents in the 

archives materials were also considered by Mr. Flynn to be 
potentially important evidence along the same lines, didn't 
you? 

A I can only surmise that that's the case. 

Q You can only surmise that you understood that? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: If you understood it — 

THE WITNESS: I never received such a notification 


from Mr. Flynn. 
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BY MR. LITT: 

Q But you understood that, didn't you? 

You recognized, didn't you, that just as Mr. Flynn considered 
your testimony on these matters important for his cases, 
that he also considered the documents that you were referring 
to in your testimony important for the cases; right? 

A For my own case for sure. 

Q Well, I'm not talking about your own case. 

Other cases. We've already established that in June you had 
prepared an affidavit and submitted it in another case, not 
your own case, and you knew what the subject matter of that 
was. It had to do with your knowledge of these alleged 
misjrepresdntations -- 


A 

Yes. 

Q 

— right? 


We're together that far? 

A 

To me -- 


(Off the record.) 


THE WITNESS: I don't think the subject ever came up. 

It didn't have to come up with me. To me, it was quite obvious 
that the documents showed Mr. Hubbard's misrepresentations; 
they showed the fraudulent basis of the whole organization and 
Mr. Hubbard's background and so forth. It was obvious to me 
that they had value, if you want to call it value, in bringing 
to light the truth of the matter. Now -- 
BY MR. LITT: 

Q That's not my question. 

A Well, it had to do with their value in other 
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cases. It was never, never discussed. However -- 

Q It was obvious? 

A It was so obvious that it was discussed 

relative to my case. 

Q So we're agreed that you understood that from 

the point of view of Mr. Flynn that these materials were 
valuable to his other cases regardless of any discussion you 
had? It was obvious to you that that was the case? 

A They were valuable to everyone. They were 

valuable to the organization; they were valuable to L. Ron 
Hubbard because they showed the truth. 

Q I'm not asking for the world. I'm just asking 

for r whether you understood they were considered valuable to 
pressing the damage cases against Scientology; you understood 
that, didn't you? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: If he knew about any other cases 
against Scientology? You are asking a very broad question. 

MR. LITT: I7e've already established that he signed 
an affidavit for one. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: One case. 

MR. LITT: Do you really want me to spend time 
on this? 

0 Did you know; about the other cases? 

A No. 

O Did you know they existed? 

A Mo. 

Q How did you know about Mr. Flynn? 

A I knew broadly that Mr. Flynn was the number one 
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SP. I was told about Mr. Flynn by Jira and Nancy Dincalci who 
went and visited the guy -- 

Q And they told you -- 

A And -- it was on their representations that 

I went and saw him. 

0 And they told you that he was representing 

a bunch of people suing the Church? 

A It never came up. 

Q In the two-day meeting that you had at the 

Bonaventure Hotel, you mean to tell me that it was never 
discussed and never understood by anybody that Mr. Flynn 
represented people who were suing the Church? 

, A i You are trying to twist this around. You are 
talking about the Dincalcis. 

Q No, we're not. 

A Let's go. You asked me how did I ever get 

this contact with them. 

Q No, that's not what I asked you. I'm just 

trying to establish your knowledge of these cases. 

A Well, I knew about the Burden case because, 

after all, I had been asked to sign some declaration for 
the organization in that case. 

0 So you knew -- 

A So I knew about Burden. I had a personal 

involvement with Burden. I used to be her phony guardian. 

So I knew about Burden. Now, the other ones I knew about -- 
I knew about Rosenblum, but then there is no Rosenblum case. 
But as far as did I know about all the various litigants.

I know about a lot of them now, but I don't -- at the time 
it never came up. 

Q I'm not asking whether you knew the details. 

By the time of the end of this meeting at the Bonaventure 
Hotel in May, you were aware, weren't you, that Mr. Flynn 
represented several different people suing Scientology? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, let's go back to May of '82. Did you ever 

have a discussion with Omar Garrison about a meeting he had 
with some Scientologists where he became very upset because 
someone accused him of trying to blackmail the Church? 

A He told me about it. 

r Q ! Did he tell you about it shortly after it 
happened, being sometime in May of '82? 

A Something like that. I don't recall the date 

or the time, and he would not speak about it in great detail. 
He was just so furious. However, I knew it had happened, 
and that's about it. 

Q And you knew, didn't you, that he at that time 

formed the intention to continue writing a biography but 
not to write one under the contract he had previously signed? 

A No. 

Q Well, you heard his testimony to that effect; 

right? Do you remember that? 

A Yeah. What he told me at the time was that he 

left them with the message that, "From now on, you can 
communicate through my attorney. Don't communicate to me 
anymore. Communicate to my attorney." 
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So that was what he told me. 

Q Well, did you ever have a discussion with him 

about the fact that he wasn't planning to have the biography 
published under that contract? 

A I'm — I don't know if it came up exactly like 

that. I mean, I knew that he was continuing to write the 
biography. That was obvious. 

Q You knew that the biography he was going to 

write was not going to be acceptable to Scientology, didn't 
you? 

A Well, I had never seen a portion of the 

manuscript. He insisted right from the beginning that they 
would nevdr accept it. He told me right from the — months or 
even years before that. He says it will never see the light 
of print, and he said that all along. I think he was resigned 
to the fact. 

Q Aside from that general prediction on his part, 

you were aware specifically that that biography that he was 
preparing, because you had discussions with him about it 
after all, was not going to be acceptable to Scientology? 

You could tell then from what he was telling you, couldn't 
you? 

A I know that he expressed those concerns 

definitely, very strongly. 

Q And didn't you know that he had decided to go 

ahead and write one and get it published someplace else? 

A I know he was going to try and publish it 

someplace else. 
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Q When did you know that? 

A Probably sometime -- I don't know. Sometime 

in the summer. 

Q Of '82? 

A Yeah. 

Q Now, let me go back for a moment to your 

organizational post or your position as archivist or 
whatever. 

Who paid you during the time you were archivist? 

A What do you mean by "pay"?- 

Q Well, okay. You got a weekly stipend of cash;

Are you asking 
me a question or giving me an answer?

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: If you know. 

THE WITNESS: No. But my understanding is that the 
deeds ultimately rest with him, same as for the Fort Harrison 
did. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q So is it your theory that everyone out of 

Special Unit was on L. Ron Hubbard's payroll? 

A No. Some of them were; some of them weren't. 

Q Well, you just said that everyone got paid 

out of Gary Press within — 

A Within — see, there's various organizations 

out there. One's a film group which is one thing. One's 
a grounds crew which is one thing. And they each have their 
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own accounts unit, or they did at the time. Additionally, 

Gary Press was responsible for the CMO and the personal office 
of LRK. That's who he paid. 

Q Is it your theory that all of these people were 

on the personal payroll of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A I don't know. I don't think so. 

Q Is it your theory that you were on the personal 

payroll of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A No, I wasn't. 

Q So you were paid out of some Church monies? 

A I wasn't on the payroll. I was given an 

allowance. 

r Q ! Your stipend. That came out of Church money; 
right? 

A I can't say that. 

Q To your knowledge? 

A Yeah. 

Q And the food and the other things provided to 

you, uniforms or whatever, as far as you know, all came from 
Church monies; right? 

A As far as I know. 

Q And in your position as archivist, you had to 

make application and get approval for purchases or trips or 
whatever you wanted to do; right? 

A Right. 

Q And Gary Press, as the Treasury Secretary for 

Product Development Organization, PDO, would be the one who 
would approve those monies; right? 
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A Mo. They were approved by the CO of the CMO. 

Q Well, who were they paid by? 

A They — he might do the disbursing of the 

money, but they were all approved by the CO of the CMO. 

Q The CO CMO could have removed you from your 

position? 

A I can't say. That's debatable. Perhaps with 

an authorization from L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q Did you ever see the CO CMO remove anybody from 

any position? 

A Mary Sue. 

0 Anybody else? I won't go into that.

you have been gone? 

A If it had occurred, I would have been gone. 

O Isn't that how things were? If someone was 

higher at a certain level and gave an order, it was followed? 

A Not always. 

Q What's the Supercargo? 

A Supercargo is an executive in the organization.

Q It was contemplated that you were the research 

assistant; isn't that right?

clear how you were going to work out? 

A That's possibly true. 

Q Because you had just come out of the RPF; right? 

A No, she didn't. I wasn't named with regard to 

who was going to make me — how I was going -- who was going 
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to provide me. And the reason given by her and Alan Werthheimer 
was — who was Hubbard's attorney -- was that I had to be 
provided by Hubbard, and I couldn't do it. I could not -- 
I could not have a Church person do it, and for the reason 
that Hubbard stood to benefit for a million or so dollars 
as a result of the biography thing, and that I was to be 
paid by and work for L. Ron Hubbard. That's why my name was 
omitted. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Can I ask you something for a minute? 

MR. LITT: Sure. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: I've never seen the last four pages 
of this. 

MR. LITT: This is not an attachment. This should reallv 
be a separate exhibit. This is not an attachment. I have 
never seen it either until the last few days.

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: That's interesting' because no one 
has ever produced it for me although I've asked for things 
like this. 

MR. LITT: Kell, we're producing it now. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: What other kind of things do people 
have that you are not producing? 

MR. LITT: V T e should make that Exhibit 4, actually. 
(Whereupon, the aforementioned document 
was marked as Intervenor's Exhibit 4 for 
identification by the Notary Public and 
is attached hereto.) 

■MR. LITT: Julia, I only have two copies so before we 


leave you can make another copy. 
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Q Have you had a chance to read Exhibit 4? 

A No. 

Q Well, I will describe it to you and you can 

read it if you want. It is a letter from AOSI-I DK to the 
Church of Scientology of California in which it confirms, 
among other things, an AOSH DK understanding that the co¬ 
operation to be given to Mr. Garrison by CSC will include, 
among other things, "providing Mr. Garrison with complete 
access to your archives and records on LRH," "providing an 
assistant to Mr. Garrison who will assist in research and 
office duties as needed." 

Now, isn't that who you were? 

A I don't know. I was never -- I have never seen 

this document before, didn't know of its existence, was never 
informed of it. So they may have me mixed up with someone 
else. 

Q May have you mixed up? 

A I don't know. 

Q Your name isn't mentioned in here. It's just 

mention of CSC providing a research assistant to Mr. Garrison. 

A No idea. 

Q There was no other research assistant provided 

other than you; right? 

A I don't know. They're talking about CSC archives. 

I didn't have CSC archives. That's something else. 

Q Was there any research assistant other than 

you provided to Mr. Garrison to work on the biography? 

A No, but maybe they weren't forthcoming. I don't 
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know when this thine was originated, signed, created or 
anything, really. 

Q We still have a few minutes left. Let's co 

to this alleged destruction of materials that you saved this 
box from. Do you contend that you saved anything other than 
one single box of materials? 

A Initially I saved that one. Subsequently I 

located and saved several boxes. 

Q Well, when did you locate the other boxes 

in relation to when this first box came to your attention? 

A Within a day or two. 

Q Was there somebody trying to destroy these 

l 

materials ? 

A Well, there was an order which was issued that 

any materials that connected Hubbard with Scientology or had 
his signature, connected him with the properties and so on, 
was to be destroyed. 

Q Well, you didn't understand that, and nobody 

understood that to include his personal storage out at 
Gilman Hot Springs. 

A Well, certainly the personal storage was gone 

through and everything was looked for. 

Q Nothing from the personal storage was destroyed, 

was it? . 

A You weren't there; I was. 

Q Hell, answer my question. 

A Yes. 

Q Was anything destroyed? 
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A Uh-huh. 

Q What was destroyed? 

A What was destroyed was current materials, more 

current than those very early archives, and they were taken 
out of storage. 

Q Now, the boxes of materials that you found or 

that Brenda Black brought to you were materials from the 
'20's and '30's; is that right? 

A That's correct. 

Q So do you argue that somehow had it not been 

for you that these materials from the '20's and '30's would 
have been destroyed in order to show that Mr. Hubbard had 
no corfnectiort to Scientology? 

A I don't know what could have been done, but 

I know that she came to me and asked whether or not they were 
to be shredded, and I told her no. At the same time I located 
the other boxes. 

Q Were you on staff at the time that you told her 

no? 

A What do you mean was I on staff? 

Q Well, were you on staff? 

A I was working out there. I was not a visitor. 

Q You were not there as a stray individual; 

right? 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Oh, come on, let's cut the crap. 

I mean, you've gone over this a million times now. You 
want to ask the same questions over and over. 

MR. LITT: I'm not asking the same questions. If 
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Mr. Armstrong would give straight answers, we would save a 
lot of time. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: Ke has been giving straight answers. 

THE V7ITNESS: She came to me with a box. 

BY MR. LITT: 

Q You were a staff person and she came to you -- 

A I was Hubbard's personal staff. 

Q Okay. And she came to you and said, "What should 

I do with these materials?" Right? 

A Basically. 

Q And you said, well, they should be kept; right? 

A Basically.

Q' And they were kept; right? 

A That is correct. 

Q And you did all of this in your position as 

being a staff member, didn't you? So you were carrying out 
your responsibilities as a staff member, weren't you —

0 Nobody suggested that instead they should be 

destroyed, did they?

Q The fact is that you don't know of any occasion, 

do you, on which materials of that type have ever been 
destroyed by the Church? 

A Absolutely. There was thousands of pares. 

Q Do you know of any situation in which 

personal materials going into Hr. Hubbard's background like 
prior to the development of Scientology have ever been 
destroyed? 

A Only because I saved the totality of it. 

That's the only such materials in existence. I saved it. 

0 No. There were all sorts of materials in 

Llrs. Hubbard's archives, weren't there? Did you save those? 

I mean they ended up in the court down here. 

A There was not that kind of materials. 

Q Did you save them, though? 
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A We're talking about the early materials. That's 

right. None of it has ever been destroyed. It came awfully 
close. No other time in the history of Scientology did they 
rent a commercial paper shredder and throw the materials 
through wholesale that I know of. There have been vettings 
and shreddincs before, but nothing on this level. 

Q Isn't it a fact that every person who had 

Inquiries made of them about what should be done with these 
materials that you are talking about said they should be 
saved and preserved? 

A As I presented it, yeah. 

Q So all the way up and down including -- Brenda 

Black"wasn't proposing to you that they be destroyed, was she? 
She just didn't know what to do so she asked you? 

A She asked. 

Q Right. So the fact is nobody ever proposed to 

destroy them that you are aware of, did they? 

A Brenda Black offered it as a solution. 

Q No. But you just told me she asked what should 

be done with them? 

A Right. 

Q She went to you because presumably you were 

supposed to know what should be done with them; right? 

A Okay. 

Q So the fact is, isn't it, that nobody that you 

are aware of ever proposed that these materials be destroyed, 
did they? Name one person to me who ever suggested that they 
be destroyed; 
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A Whoever issued the original order. 

Q You just told me that the original order had 

nothing to do with these materials. 

A Yeah. But I'm saying that thousands and 

thousands of pages were shredded. 

Q, I know. I know. I've heard you say that many 

times -- 

A I was lucky or unlucky — 

Q -- I'm just trying to establish that these 

materials -- the fact is that there is no one who ever 
proposed that materials of this type be destroyed; isn't that 
correct? 

A ; That's right. Because immediately I grabbed 
it•and saved it, and that's all there is to it. 

Q And everybody who heard about it agreed with 

you that they should be saved and preserved; right? 

A That's right. 

MS. DRAGOJEVIC: It's after 3:30.

On 30 October 1980 AOSH DK PUBLICATIONS DEPARTMENT ApS 
(PDK) entered into a publishing agreement with Ralston- 
rilot Inc., regarding the writing and publishing of a 
manuscript on the life of L. Ron Hubbard (LRH) . As you 
know, Onar Garrison will be the author. A full copy of 
this agreement was given to your representative, Mrs. 

Lisa Britowich on the evening of 30 October by our 
representative Mr. Brennan. 

As part of its agreement with Ralston-Pilot Inc., PDK 
has agreed to use its best efforts to provide the author 
with an office, an office assistant and/or research 
assistant, office supplies and any needed archival and 
interview materials in connection with the writing of the 
work. 

Although PDK is currently seeking LRH's permission to 
use his own archival and interview materials, the above 
noted promise was made to Ralston-Pilot based on the 
express understanding given by Mrs. Britowich to Mr.

This of course would be of great assistance in light of 
the fact that Mr. Garrison would likely need to operate 
out of the Los Angeles area where many of the records 
of LRH are available and also due to the extensive amount 
of materials CSC has available regarding LRH. We would 
however appr-eciate your confirmation as the Board of 
Directors of CSC that the above noted representations 
made by Mrs. Britowich to Mr. Brennan are correct. 


Mr. Brennan has informed us that due to the likely 
strong and positive effects that such a book would have 
for your Church, you anticipate that you would be sending 
out tours to promote the work and that you would like to 
coordinate your tours with any that PDK may carry out.
